THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE’S STATEMENT. 


We publish this week an important communication from the 
Conjoint Committee upon the Jewish problems arising out of the 
War. The letter breathes a spirit of responsibility and shows a 
cense of the communal anxiety that exists on ‘these matters which 
are very welcome and will be cordially recognised. From the beginning 
of the War, say Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C., and: Mr. C. G. 
VONTEFIORE, the Committee has been deeply impressed by the 
gravity of the issues affecting their foreign coreligionists, and the 
measures which may have to be adopted were discussed at 
auccessive meetings in the autumn. Those issues have at 
least the virtue of being clear and sharply defined; and 
it may safely be taken for granted, though the Committee has 
deemed it wise not specifically to refer to policy, that the aims which 
the Committee intend to pursue with regard to them are equally 
definite. In the first place, these no doubt include the mainten- 
ance of the civic and political rights now enjoyed by Jews, and their 
preservation in the not unlikely event of such a change of 
Jewish allegiance as occurred asa result of the Balkan war. This 
latter possibility of the situation especially deserves the epithet grave, 
for it affects not only such Jews as now reside in Transylvania, 
and who may, when the Peace comes, find themselves under 
Rumanian rule, but the very large number of their coreligionists 
who live in German Poland and the million or so of Jews in Galicia. 
Anytransferenceof the Jews of Austrian and German Poland to Russian 
or Polish government must be a measure fraught with the keenest 
anxiety, and the Committee will, it is to be presumed from the statement 
now made, watch over and protect the Jewish interests thus involved 
to the full extent of its power. The Committee further doubtless will 
utilise what good offices may be at its disposal for the securing of 
civic and political nghts to Jews from whom they are at present with- 
held. This opens up the whole Russian and Rumanian problems as 
they have existed, without modification, for many years. In any steps 
the Committee may contemplate for obtaining consideration at last for 
the grievous position of Russian and Rumanian Jews it will carry 
with it the support of the Jews of thiS “and other countries, and, we 
would fain believe, the goodwill of the civilised world. 


— 
THE SUPREME TASK. 

THE last sentence in the letter of the Conjoint Committee is of 
particular importance. In effect it constitutes an invitation to 
Zionists, Itoists, or, indeed, any other Jewish organisation, to come to 
the Committee with their schemes, whether such plans have reference 
to Palestine or any other country, or, as a matter of fact, to any 
subject that is germane ; and the possibility of co-operation by the 
Committee is assured of sympathetic consideration beforehand. We 
can only say that this invitation is much to be welcomed and 
exhibits a considerable advance on what some members of the 
community were inclined to expect. It does not get rid altogether of 
the objections we have felt it our duty to point out in the constitution 
of the Conjoint Committee and in its severely limited representative 
capacity. We still think that a wiser and bolder—wiser because 
belder—course would have been for the Committee to re-constitute 
itself upon a far broader constituency than that upon which it is now 


built. But none the less it is a matter for sincere satisfaction 
that the Committee has seen the wisdom of at least 
bringing itself into closer touch with public opinion ; and 


the action it is now taking, especially if followed up by a general 
policy on the lines indicated, should clear away much of the mist that 
seemed to be gathering over our path. It was only on Tuesday last 
that the Committee met, and the letter which we publish this week 
reached us the following day, so that no time was lost in the attempt 
to establish contact with the various currents of public thought.. We 
hope most sincerely that this statesmanlike attitade will characterise the 
members of the Conjoint Committee to the end of the present very 
grave crisis. We are confident that the public will appreciate the 
spirit thus shown and will respond like practical men and ‘good Jews, 
making the very best of the instrument we have at our disposal for 
the sake of the general good. After all, we none of usare pursuing any 
minor, and, still less, personal, purposes. We are intensely anxious to 
protect the Jewish race in the most momentous circumstances that 
have confronted it for centuries. To that single end the com- 
munity must bend all its thoughts and energies as Jews; and inspired 
by that object the Committee now invites the co-operation of other 
organisations, so that all may hope to go forward together to the 
accomplishment of much that will be for the benefit of the race. 
This is, now, the great, the supreme task. 

M. SAZONOFF AND THE RUSSO-JEWS. 

THE interview of Mr. STEPHEN GRAHAM with M. SAZONOFF 
which appeared in the last issue of the Sunday Times, will be 
read, so far as its reference to Jews go, with astonishment and 
concerm. Mr. GRAHAM, it seems, suggested to Ins interlocutor that 
something might be\ done to help out the Polish Jews who may 


wish to go to America. This is a pet theory of Mr. GRAHAM, 
which is as impracticabie in fact as it is mischievous in 


conception. But M. SAZONOFF’S only answer was that “they are 
not likely to go in great numbérs. They don’t want to go. They had 
much rather settle in Russia or. Siberia.” It is a significant answer, 
for it shows the strength of the Jewish attachment to the country of 
their birth. But it is in the further colloquy that the seriousness of 
this interview resides. ‘Is anything likely to be done,” Mr. GRAHAM 
asked, “to relieve the tension of the Jewish Problem?” As to this 
Mr. GRAHAM says :— 


M. Sazonoff thought it possible that they might be excused military service in 
future if they wished it. He recognised the great difficulty of dealing with the 
Jewish Problem, but spoke enthusiastically of the coming restoration of Poland. 
Russia ought to have made up the quarrel with the suffering Poles long ago. 
These remarks, if correctly recorded, are surely a staggering revelation 
of the Russian official mind on the Jewish Question. The “tension 
of the Jewish Problem” is to be relieved by freeing the Jew from 
military service! The implication, here, is that the Russian Jew 
shirks his military duty, and would greet: immunity from it as a 
welcome concession. Could anything be more monstrous than such 
a suggestion—made at a time when the Jews are serving in their 


phundreds of thousands, and with a conspicuous gallantry that has 


extorted the enthusiastic admiration of all Russia? 


British Opinion. 


BuT let us look a little more closely at this precious proposition. 
The Jews are to be excused military service. There can be only 
one result of such a step. Those who do not bear the burdens of 
citizenship cannot expect its rights. They become the outcasts of 
the Russian State, branded as cowards and reduced to the level of 
hewers of wood and drawers of water. That is why the extreme anti- 
Semites have clamoured for such a measure. That, if the interview 
is to be trusted, is the sole fruit which the Russian Jews are to reap 
from the suffering and the sacrifices of this War. A struggle fought 
for the liberation of small peoples is to end in the permanent enslave- 
ment of one of their number. M.SAZONOFF apparently thinks that 
the exemption of the Jews from military. duty would “relieve the 
tension of the Jewish Problem.” How the casting of six million 
people into the deepest abyss of servitude and outlawry is to relieve 
tension we cannot understand. It would make them the popular 
targets of pillage and massacre. But would it “ relieve tension ?”’ 
Would it, indeed, tend to range on Russia’s side those precious sym- 
pathies of England and America which M. SAZONOFF presumably 
desires. “I think,” said this Statesman, “that as the years go on 
there will be even greater scope for Russian and British friendship 
than before. ..... We should much prize the opinion not only of the 
British Government but of the British people.’ It is surely a libel 
on the great British nation, which has taken up arms to punish an 
attack on a weak people, to suppose that its good opinion can be won 
by such an unparalleled outrage as M. SAZONOFF is said to propose 
in a casual obditter dictum. We are unwilling to believe that it 
represents even the considered opinions of the Russian Cabinet on the 
Jewish Question. 


THE ITALIAN CALAMITY. 


THE people of Italy and their noble sovereign have been sorely 
tried by the awful visitation which overtook them last week. There 
is something ironic in the frightful upheaval—as though when all ‘the 
devilish machinery of destruction were let loose, Nature _ herself 
desired to take a hand in the grim game, if only to show how incom- 
parably more mighty than man himself she is in the work of overthrow, 
By one turn, one impatient gesture, so to speak—-more havoc. was 
wrought than the belligerent armies accomplish in weeks of unbridled 
wantonness. It is a habit of mankind to read into momentous happen- 
ings some supernatural meaning or spiritual message; and they may 
well see in the great earthquake not a mere rivalry in the madness of 
destruction, but a warning of the existence of a greater Power which 
can in a moment quench the furies of men, even in their most 
maniacal moods. The moral apart, however, we cannot but regret the 
calamity which has fallen upon a nation linked to Britain by the 
golden tie of friendship and sympathy, and as Jews we may well bear 
in mind the many tokens of. goodwill which the high-minded man and 
scholar upon the Italian throne has repeatedly and spontaneously 
accorded to our people. 


THE REV. M. ADLER. 


For the first time in Anglo-Jewish history a Jewish Chaplain is 
to accompany the Jewish troops in the field. The fact that the 
authorities have acceded to this step shows that they realise the con- 
siderable numbers in which Jews are serving with the colours— 
numbers, of course, which will be very greatly enlarged with the 
arrival of the new armies in the field. It is an honour for the Rev. 
MICHAEL ADLER to break new ground in this matter, but it is an 
honour well earned by steadfast devotion to the duties of his post. We 
have had our differences with the reverend gentleman and have not 
hesitated to give expression to our views. But just for that reason we 
are if anything the more anxious to say how fully we recognise in the 
Chaplain a gentleman who is sincerely devoted to his work and who 
has done much, and will do more, for the welfare of the numerous 


Jewish soldiers committed to his spiritual care, We are sure we are 
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only voicing the feelings of all the Jews of this country when we con- 
vey to Mr. ADLER our best wishes for his safety during his visit to 
the front, and our desire that his efforts there may be fruitful of much 
good. 

INTERNED JEWISH ALIENS. 

MvCH satisfaction will be felt at the Steps which the Board of 
Deputies is contemplating in reference to the Jews interned in the con. 
centration camps. The proposal is that machinery should be set up 
for investigating the cases of all Jews who wish to be released, and 
that those cases which appear, upon careful examination, to present 
good and sufficient ground for consideration, having full regard of 
course to the purpose for which aliens are interned, should be sub- 
mitted to the Home Office for its own enquiry, and, if justifiable, 
sympathetic action. This is the procedure which we have ourselves 
more than once urged that the Board shoufd adopt. It is a nght 
course to take, not only in the interests of Jews (which the Board 
exists to protect) but in those of the country itself which does not 
desire to be burdened with more prisoners of war than are essential 
to the safety of. the realm, and would assuredly welcome the assist- 
ance of a responsible body in sifting, to use Mr. ASQUITH'’S phrase, 
the harmless from the harmful. A good deal of work will doubtless 
be involved, but judging from the offers made at the meeting last 
Sunday the Board will not be without willing helpers. We trust that 
these operations will have the effect of removing some of the hard- 
ships caused by the high and imperative interests of the State, while 
mitigating a load which the State has shouldered as a grim necessity. 
The proposals which the Board is making with reference to the pro- 
vision of Kosher meat to interned Jews are also highly commendable, 
and we sincerely hope that the War Office, which ts characterised by 
an admirable spirit in‘these matters, will find it possible to give them 
early effect. 

IN THE PROVINCES. 

THE Glasgow Representative Council continues to work ‘unre- 
mittingly upon the appointed lines. From the report in our provincial 
columns it will be seen how varied are its activities, extending from 
the.question of religious education to that of interned Jews, and from 
food prices to the after-war settlement. In particular its persistency 
in behalf of Jewish prisoners of war is commendable and will, 
we trust, have a useful result. (Perhaps the Committee will be able to 
co-operate in this matter with the Board of Deputies if that body deter- 
mines upon such action as was foreshadowed on Sunday.) The same 
may also be said on the question of religious instruction, the offer by 
the local authorities of special access to the schools falling, for the good 
reasons advanced bythe Executive,short of the beau idéal in this matter. 
i: lsewhere,and notably at Manchester, we have evidence of the pre-occu- 
pation of the local communities with the Jewish difficultiescreated bythe 
war. Meetings are called for the discussion of these questions and 
are largely attended. There is, indeed, nothing ~ Provincial” about 
our provincial brethren who, in these Jewish questions, are not only 
thinking hard but thinking ~ Imperially.”. They are also, we rejpice 
to know, rousing themselves to the awful reality of the Polish-Jefvish 
position. The splendid meeting at Leeds is a trumpet call to thef ews 
of England to be up and doing in the colossal task of grappling with 
the Polish distress, and takes up in a fine spirit the cry for immediate 
help already raised, and to be repeated, in London. A fund has been 
started in Leeds, and we are confident that the handsome contribution 
of £100 by the firm of FRAZER Bros., to be repeated next year if 
necessary, will act as a stimulus to other members of the 
local community. In Glasgow, too, a fund is to be raised; and if all 
Jews in the provinces and London will only take the advice contained 
in the Leeds resolution and become regular subscribers to the relief 
movement, then something, at all events, will be done to mitigate the 
severity of one of the most frightful afflictions that have ever fallen 
even upon the Jewish race. But we must not forget that there are 
the Jews of Palestine whose case is. if anything, more terrible than 
even that of the Jews of Poland. They have a claim upon their 
brethren throughout the world which cannot be ignored. Happily 
the extent of their misery is, as compared with that of the Polish 
Jews, limited. They are some 100,000, the Polish Jews are millions. 


A JEW APPOINTED. 
On the recommendation of the Home Secretary, the King has been ] 
appoint Mr. Samuel Henry Emanuel, B.A., LL.D., as Recorder of Winchester

STATEMENT BY THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE, 

To THe Epiror or THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—At a meeting of the Conjoint Foreign Committee held 
yesterday evening, it was thought that the community might like to 
be informed, as far as may be practicable, of the steps taken by the 
Committee for dealing with the important Jewish questions likely to 
arise out of the war, and we were asked to make a public statement 
on the subject through the courteous medium of your columns. 

From the beginning of the War the Committee has been deeply 
impressed by the gravity of the issues affecting their foreign core. 
ligionists, and the measures which might have to be adopted were 
discussed at successive meetings in the autumn. Early in November 
the Committee, whilg recognising that the pre-occupations of the War 
forbade for the time any public action, except such as might be 
required by pressing emergencies, decided that the progress of events 
should be vigilantly watched, and that all the probable political con- 
sequences of the War affecting the Jews should be closely studied 
with a view to prompt and effective action whenever the restoration 
of peace should engage the diplomatic activities of the Powers. In 
pursuance of this resolution, Mr. Lucien Wolf has, since the beginning 
of January, been officially associated with the two Secretaries of the 
Committee in what is virtually a special department for studying and 
dealing with war questions. 

Much of what has been done so far is necessarily confidential, but 
the Community may rest assured that nothing is being neglected, and 
that all available resources for reaching the desired ends are being 
diligently utilised. 

The Committee will welcome assistance and advice from any 
quarter, and they will always be found ready to consider sympatheti- 
cally any scheme of co-operation. with other Jewish bodies on 
questions in which such bodies are specially interested or with which 
they are specially qualified to deal.

had been tried most sorely. It had been granted to Mrs. Montefiore to fulfil the 
ordained span of life—and more so—and she-had retained almost to the very last 
her strength and vitality. During her lifetime she had not alone been a good 
mother. She deeply interested herself in all questions of a social and educa- 
tional character, and what was perhaps not so well known, she had performed 
numberless acts of charity, and had rendered personal acts of sympathy and assist- 
ance in the only noble way. Mrs. Montefiore always did good quietly and 
privately, and often she did not even wish to receive thanks for all she did. He 
knew how many people would have cause to mourn her loss, people to whom she 
had been a source of great comfort and help. All this must remain for them, said 
Dr. Gaster in conclusion, a beautiful memory, and her charitable acts and noble 
aspirations would remain an example for all to follow, and a source of solace and 
comfort to the bereaved.

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“LOOK AT HOME 


ORGANISING ANGLO-JEWRY. 


FAMOUS general, during the American Civil War, smoused and 
encouraged his troops to enthusiasm by shouting, “ Look at home 
boys!” His words are said to have had a miraculous effect. 
The soldiers remembered their duty to their home, to their kith 

and to their kin. Their fighting was braver, more valourous, and prompter 

because they cast their minds back to their homes. 


6 ]_ 00k at home boys!” would form a fair companion adjuration to 

‘’ Business as usual.” It is one that needs to be constantly insisted 
upon in our community. The United $ynagogue has taken a good 
lead on these lines by not aliowing the War to interfere with its 
taking steps for the provision for the Chief Rabbi of a proper 
residence in a convenient centre worthy the dignity of his 
high office. There have been pleasing indications in the provinces that our 
people are “ looking at home,” the War notwithstanding, and that communal 
institutions, far from being neglected, have been given a special care to. 
This was a reasonable and necessary course. In times of peace and plenty, 
in normal periods, the work of our lives goes on undisturbed, and individuals 
are able to labour towards the common good in a manner that is impossible 
to them with the distractions that occur in times of stress and strife. It is 
just then that combined effort is most needed. Far from neglecting 
matters at home they become, if anything, more urgent because of the War. 
Each of us has to shoulder an added burden of responsibilities and has 
to put forward added energy because a war is in progress. We must not 
divest ourselves of some of our work in order to eope with the labour 
specially put upon us by the War, 


HERE are distractions in very sooth. ‘There are distractions to the 
ordinary citizen in these times of War. To the Jew the distractions 
are intensified in almost every direction. For there are problems arising 
out of the War, and others which willarise when peace is proclaimed, that more 
intimately affect Jews than do most of the general problems that must be 
coped with affect the general public. 
columns more than once that there is a Field of War as well as a Field of 
Battle. Those who serve wellin the Field of War show as much valour 
and bravery, as much heroism, as much loyalty, and as much patriotism, as do 
those who serve well in the Field of Battle. The minority are on the Field 
of Battle the majority on the Field of War. One call of service to those 
who are on the Field of War is to “ Look at home boys!” in the sense of 
not allowing our work here among ourselves andin our community to suffer 
and languish, to become in the least bit prejudiced, because the country is 
carrying on hostilities against a relentless foe. In these times of upset—to 
use the diplomatic expression which has recently been employed——our 
communal organisation or the lack of it is a subject which we cannot neglect 
without proving ourselves timid, hesitating, craven on the Field of War. 


HE question of communal organisation has been discussed for years past 
during times of profound peace. Promises have from time to time 
been forthcoming that the question then urgent would be tackled “ later on” 
when other matters then pressing were disposed of. In the days of the 
late Chief Rabbi the question of the organisation of Anglo-Jewry 
was, as it were, tabled and starred as a subject to which early 
attention was important. Excuse after excuse was made for its consideration 
being adjourned after,it had not been much more than referred to as an Order 
of the Day. The death of the late Chief Rabbi suspended all natice of the 
question. It was obvious that the question could not be taken in hand 
with the coping stone of the organisation missing. The Chief Rabbinate 
was vacant and the matter—sharing the fate of many another—had for the 
time being by common consent to go by the board. The advent of a new 
Chief Rabbi brought the matter of communal organisation again to the fore; 
‘but it was. naturally unreasonable to expect that Dr. Hertz, whose know- 
ledge of the community and the circumstances governing it weré not 
personal and intimate when he arrived among us, should undertake a thorny 
and complicated problem before he became fully acquainted with its 
conditions. | 


HE capacity of Dr. Hertz quickly to assimilate the conditions and circum- 
stances, the bearings of any question is remarkable. A _ trained 
barrister could not more easily grasp all the points of any case set before 
him than does our Chief Rabbi. The swiftness with which he goes to the 
heart of any matter, and to the point of any case that comes before 
him in his capacity of head of the Beth Din, proves the assistance a 
Talmudical training gives to judicial office. The ancestors of Sir George 
Jessel and Lord Reading probably transmitted this power to their 
descendants. Both judges will always he known in the Law Courts 
for the swiftness and directness of their judgment, for their getting 
to the heart of a matter quickly and surely. It is not conceivable 
that the Chief Rabbi has not by now the question of communal 
organisation, so to speak, at his fingers’ ends. What conclusions he has 
arrived at or what proposals he has formulated in his mind we have not the 
advantage of knowing. Dr. Hertz, amid his numerous speeches and pro- 
nouncements, has not divulged his views on the topic. Yet if he 
gave us the advantage of them the nature of the subject would in all 
probability make them quite as important as any with which he has favoured 
us: The fact that the country is in the midst of a life and death struggle is 
no reason why the Chief Rabbi should not take to heart the adjuration of 
the general who shared the nationality which Dr. Hertz adopted. There is 
no reason why the Chief Rabbi should not “ Look at home, boys!” and let 


us have his views on the organisation of Anglo- Jewry. 
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It has been insisted upon in these } 


.[T may be that his opinion on the necessities of the case points tao 


work and expenditure which the community cannot in present circum- 
stances afford, or in present circumstances would be unwilling to afford. But 
that is no reason why we should not have the Chief Rabbi's views upon the 
question, for the solution of which he was so largely greeted to the Chie} 
Rabbinate nearly two years ago. It is a good thing to prepare in War for 
the time of Peace. The wisdom of doing so is applicable to civil matters as 
well as to matters military, to matters communal as well as to matters 
political. To wait until Peace is proclaimed before the Chief 
Rabbi tells us what he thinks is necessary for our communal organisation 
will mean inordinate delay. When Peace is proclaimed a further reason 
for delay will be found in the necessity for our, getting over the Peace. 
It will form a companion to the excuse for delay now—" until we get over the 
War.” The organisation.of Anglo-Jewry means time, possibly money, and 
certainly energy. To mobilise these, one of the essentials—time—should not 
be wasted even though we feel that money and energy are not 
for the moment available. The importance of the question is 
being everywhere manifested now in these times of stress and trouble 
because our communal organisation is comparatively non-existent. 
The lack of general control even in regard to the ministers who bear 
spiritual allegiance to the Chief Rabbi is glaring. The disability under 
which we labour because of our defect in, our at best, nebulous organisation 
is constantly prejudicing our general communal interests and indirectly, 
our interests as Jews. Everything that can be said as to its necessity in 
normal conditions, may, without exaggeration, be magnified and multiplied a 
thousandfold and applied to such anxious times as those through which 
we are now passing. 


PERHAPS the most important step that has been taken towards communal 

organisation has been done simply, quietly, almost in secret. The 
linking up of the Rabbinate with the bigger affairs of the community is wise 
and far-seeing. It has been effected by an invitation to the Chief Rabbi to 
be present at and take part in the discussions of the Conjoint Committee of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies. This addition of 
a singularly representative element to the counsels of the Committee is like a 
famous advertised commodity, “ grateful and comforting!’’ The urgency 
of communal organisation has not been made less but greater by reason of 
the War. The War should: not be an excuse for its consideration being 
further delayed. If “ Business as Usual” is an adjuration that should be 
insisted upon in these terrible times of strife and contest, “ Look at home 


boys!" is good companion advice. 


[IF we “look at home, boys,” the lack of organisation in Anglo-Jewry must 

—as the French have it—leap to the eyes.. We shall well be doing our 
duty in the field of War and showing ourselves worthy of our brave soldiers 
who are fighting on the Field of. Battle if we do not allow the War to inter- 
fere with the immediate consideration of the most urgent internal problem 


which awaits solution at our hands.

PALESTINE AND THE WAR. 


RUSSO-JEWISH REFUGEES IN ALEXANDRIA. 


TERRIBLE CONDITIONS, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
ALEXANDRIA, 


The Metropole Hotel here is at present overcrowded with Russian refugees of 


ewish persuasion who were expelled from Palestine some time after Tarkey 


declared War. There are at present in Alexandria eight hundred refugees, and 4s 


many more are expected by the next lialian boat 


On Décember 27th, I elbowed my way through the crowd of Russo-Jewish 
coreligionists who block the passages of the Metropole Hotel, and using the name 
of the JEwisu CHRONICLE as my passport I was immediately ushered into the 
presence of members of the Committee, who, together with some of the refugees 
themselves, had many a heartrending tale to relate. 

As announced in these columns, the Russian Consul assumed the responsibility 
of the upkeep of our coreligionists who would otherwise have starved. The present 
expenses run to over fifty pounds aday, and so far no funds have been forth- 
coming. The local Jewish community has been unofhcially approached with a 
view to giving its assistance, but considering the circumstances which have led a 
considerable number of unemployed and formerly well-to-do coreligionists of this 
town to depend upon its help, it is absolutely impossible for it to ge its aid. It is 
also sad to note that the majority of the wealthy coreligionists of Alexandria are 
under Austrian protection, and as the Russian Consul is President of the Com- 
mittee for the Russo-Jewish refugees an appeal to their generosity is out of the 
question at present. 

The refugees who have been robbed of all their property in a manner which I 
will describe later on, have arrived in nothing but worn out clothes, though only a 
few days ago many of them. possessed large tracts of cultivated land. Had it not 
been for Mme. and Mile. Danon, as well as Miss Feinberg, sister of Dr. Feinberg, 
who spends all his morniags attending to the sick of whom there are many, the 
most poorly-clad among the refugees would contract disease through their inability 
to change their clothes. Mme. and Mile. Danon and Miss Feinberg have made 
it their business to collect clothes for them, and it is a pleasure to note that thev 
have been successful in their undertaking. These ladies look after the hygiene of 
the hotel, which has no waiters at present, it having been closed six months 
ago. Madame Gorodisky, whose son is doing much to improve (if improvement 
can be made without funds) the state of the refugees, has set a fine example by 
adopting two young female refugees, and it is hoped that other coreligionsts will 
follow her example. 


SAD EXPERIENCES BEFORE LEAVING PALESTINE. 

The language spoken by all the refugees is, of course, Russian. Every now 
and then, however, the monotony of the sound of the Russian language is relieved 
by long conversations in Hebrew, spoken mostly by the younger generation. 

Were you badly treated after Turkey had declared war? I asked. 

“Not in the least. We continued to lead our usual life; and, more than that, 
shops that were specially supplied with funds by the neutral Powers, with a view 
to selling all necessities of life at low prices for the poor, were looted while we 
and our property were left unmolested. Our present sad plight must be attributed 
to German advice.” 

GERMAN-TURKISH CRUELTIES. 

What led mainly to your expulsion ? I queried. 

“A warship was sighted off Jafia, and immediately orders were given to 
compel all Russo-Jewish residents—rich and poor—to meet at the Governorate in 
two hours’ time.” 

Were you treated with due consideration ? 

“Not at all. The five hundred Arabs who were supplied with guns on the 
arrival of the war-ship, which turned out to be the Tenessee (American), were sent 
to the Jewish quarter to rush people to the Governor's residence. In some cases 
sick people were turned out of their beds, and an old dame who has been bed- 
ridden for the last two years was dragged out of bed. Men were arrested wholesale 
in the streets and were not given time to collect their personal property.” 

What happened at the Governor's residence ? 

‘‘ Officers forced the ladies who were wearing jewels to give them up as part 
payment of their travelling expenses. A committee was formed on the spot with a 
view to collecting money to defray expenses, but the Turks and Germans did not 
trouble themselves about the money, knowing that they could get it as soon as the 
refugees had left, by most foul and barbarous means—namely, robbery. The 
people, however, paid for the boats on the spot. Heavy charges were made by the 
boatmen, each demanding from 200 to 400 francs per party of ten.” 

Was the conveyance from the port to the ship properly organised, I asked ? 

MOTHERS FORCED TO LEAVE CHILDREN. 

“Turks are absolutely incapable of organising anything. Among the people 
you see here there are mothers who were forced to leave their children behind. 
There are also children, even at the tender age of six, whom you can see here but 
whose mothers are now at the-mercy of the Turks. We all hope that they may 
afrive here safely by the next boat.” 

BRIGANDAGE IN MID-OCEAN. 

I suppose you were safe once you were in the boat 

“Oh, dear no! That was the most dangerous moment of our lives. The 
boatmen, after having extorted as much money as the authorities would allow, 
demanded more once the boat was at s.me distance from shore. They threatened 
mothers with throwing their children into the sea if they did not pay them money 


or hand them over what the Government left them of their jewels. Some of the. 


refugees at present at Alexandria still bear wounds inflicted by the Jaffa boatmen. 
The captain of the Italian boat was appealed to for help by those who were fortu- 
nate enough to reach his boat first, but he did not intervene. Cries were heard on 
shore, and the Italian Consul; who was entrusted with our protection at the out- 
of the war, was not on board the boat, nor did he consent to lend his aid to 
secure the safety of those who were on their way to the steamer, and whose heart- 
rending cries:indicated. their dire peril.” 

Couldn't the men defend themselves and theirs against the brutalattacks of 
the boatmen ? 


“ The cowardly brutes attempted an attack only in the case of boats where 
hey ovtnumbered the male refugees. Mostly women and children were ilitreated 
A gentleman who wishes his name to remain unknown happened to have a revolyer 
He was in a private boat with his wife, and when the boatmen attempted to ro} 
them he produced his revolver which made the cowardly Turks row as fast as they 
could.” 

The interview at an end, Mr. Melamede, who is an undergraduate of 
the University of Geneva and has been admitted to the Lycée Frangais, sipghe, 
most sadly as he bade me good-bye. Through the courtesy of Mr. Gorodeskey | 
was taken to the dining-room where the most piteous sight met my eyes. There 
were doctors, retired men, agriculturalists, chemists, teachers, bankers, professors. 
journalists, workmen, carpenters, joiners, in short, men of all trades and pri 
fessions with their wives and children belonging to them or po others, seated op 
benches which had been recently made by some of them, waiting hungrily fo, 
their rations. How they gloated over the piece of fish and the few potatoes tha: 
were served out to them, they who only a few days ago could entertain dozens to 
‘sumptuous meals at their own tables! As things at present are it cannot be har:| 
for our coreligionists at home to imagine the sad plight of these Kusso-Jewis) 
refugees. All that can possibly be done has been done for them, and funds are 
most urgently needed in order to continue their relief.” 


JEWS ROBBED AND BEATEN. 


ZIONIST COLONIES RAIDED, 


The Times special correspondent at Cairo, telegraphing under date of January 
19th, says :— | 

Jewish refugees, who continue to arrive, report that Djemal Pasha has ordered 
all stamps, badges, and similar tokens used by the Zionist colonies to be destroyed 
by the cdlonists within fifteen days, and he has threatened to execute all who 
disobey. Cases of robbery and the beating of Jewish settlers are also reported, 
though the native Jews gave the German officers a most friendly reception on 
their arrival at Jerusalem. 

The economic condition of the country is going from bad to worce. 


The Alexandria co-respondent of the Morning Post writes under date 
january 18th :— 


The influx of Jews is continuing. The American armoured cruiser “ Tennessee" is 
going continmally between Alexandria and Jaffa conveying refugees gratuitously. The 
question of accommedation has become a very serious problem, although the Jewish 
community is doing its utmost, and the Government is placing a building at its disposah 
The latest refugees state that a pronounced anti-Semitic persecution is beginning, and 
the entire colonisation work of thirty years is being destroyed. The Turks accuse the 
Jews of favouring the Allies, and the Arabs have been ordered to seize Jewish lands, 
Circassians are being settled in each colony. On January 8th Djemal Pasha ordered the 
destruction of all Jewish colonivation documents within a fortnight under penalty of death. 
Refugees state that the fight between German and Turkish officers at the Hotel Duparc, 
Jerusalem, was due to the anti-Semitism of the Germans, inasmuch as the Jews compete 
with German colonists. 


Oa the same subject the special correspondent of the Daily Mai at Cairo 
telegraphed last Monday : 


The position of affairs in Alexandria in regard to the growing number of Jews arriving 
there is becoming exceedingly grave. It is evidently the intention of the Turks to exped 
or intimidate into fleeing the whole of the Jewish race in Palestine. Eighteen thousand 
are expected to arrive in various vessels within ten days, and this number may probably 
be quadrupled ere long. Henceforth the Egyptian Government with its own serious needs 
can do litle for the Jewish community. Alexandoa has given £2,000 to helpthem The 
present resources only amount to enough to supply them with bread and soup daily for a 
fortnight. The refugees have been installed in the cattle quarantine sheds at Wadian 
Railway Station, but thre question of accommodation wiil shortly have to be considered. 


THE RUSSO-JEWISH QUESTION. 


(FROM OUR CORKZSPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 


The Ministry of the Interior has expressed opposition to the policy of the 
police in deporting to the Pale Jewish soldiers who had been treated in the hospitals 
situated outside that area. 

A bright incident also took place in the Odessa Judicial Chamber during tle 
hearing of a demand for expulsion. On learning that the accused had participated 
with distinction in the Russo-Japanese War, the Public Prosecutor at once with- 
drew the charge of trading illegally in a village. 

On the other hand, all persons in the capital harbouring Jews without the 
right of dom cile will henceforth be fined 3,000 roubles or be sent to prison for 
three months. The expulsion of Jewish artisans from Petrograd is being vigorously 
continued. Even Jewish honorary citizens, dentists, and merchants who visited the 
capital were expelled. 

According to the latest reports the anti-Semitic bureaucrats have raised a strong 
opposition to the petition of the Council of Trade and Commerce against the anti- 
Jewish educational restrictions. The good impression created at first by the 
petition bas been marred by the interference of our enemies. 

The publication of the Two-Headed Eagle at Kieff lias been suspended for the 
period of the War. 

Owing to the efforts of the notorious anti-Semite, Deputy Markoff, the 
Zemstvo of Kursk has resolved that no portion of its grant to the sufferers in Poland 
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should be utilised for Jews. It is interesting to recall the fact that before the 
outbreak of the war M. Markoff used to boast of his German origin and pro-German 
sentiments. 

In the midst of the great economic crisis an order has been enforced at Solomenka 
and Shulavki, two suburbs of Kieff, prohibiting Jews from trading there. 

The Minister of the Interior has permitted Jews to attend fairs outside the 
Pale for the purpose of buying or selling horses. In Poland, however, Jews were 
prohibited from taking part in the sale of horses by auction. 

The Omsk (Siberia) Stock Exchange has passed a resolution to the effect that 
Siberian trade can only be improved by the annulment of the anti-Jewish 
restricuions, 


A JEWISH INTERCESSION SERVICE AT MADRID. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID. 

In compliance with the orders of the British Government and the French 
Republic, Intercession Services were celebrated on Sunday, the 3rd in&t., in the 
Chapel of the British Embassy and in the French Church Owing to the fact 
that there are some Jews of British and French nationality living in the capital of 
Spain, they assembled at the house of M. Albert Salzedo, where they usually 
hold services on festival days, to pray for the triumph of the British and French 
arms. The service was attended also by some ladies and was very impressive. The 
Mincha service was intoned by Mr. Joseph Farache, of Gibraltar, and Dr. Yahuda. 
who is a British subject, recited the special Intercession Prayer composed by the 
Chief Rabbi of England. After the Hashkabah for the heroes who have sacrificed 
their lives on the field of honour, recited by M. Albert Salzedo, prayers were 
offered up for the prosperity of His Majesty's reign and: of the French Republic. 
Dr. Yahuda finally addressed the worshippers. Speaking of the importance of the 
great events of the great War, he expressed the hope that the victory of the Allies 
would perhaps induce certain Governments favourably to solve the Jewish problem 
and to solicit better conditions for all those Jews who are suffering the most cruel 
persecution. The holding of the service has been officially reported to H.M. 
Government by the British Ambassador. 


IMMIGRATION BILL PASSED BY UNITED STATES 
SENATE. 


Although President Wilson had made it known that he would veto the 
Immigration Bill as President Taft had previously done, if it contained the literacy 
test, the Senate has passed the measure by a majority of seven to one (fifty votes 
for, to seven against). An exemption in respect to the educational test was made 
in favour only of Belgian farmers who come to the United States during the 
present European War-or within one year after its termination. The Bill passed 
the House of Representatives last year by a vote of 241 to 126. 


RUSSIAN PROGRESSIVES AND POLISH ANTI-SEMITES, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 

The Russian Progressives have carefully considered the attitude adopted by 
the Poles towards the Jews, and have resolved, in consequence of the recent 
Polish exploits, to abstain from co-operating with them and from furthering 
their plans. 

The Polish Press has taken up a negative attitude even towards the Manifesto 
published by the leaders of the Polish-Jewish assimilation party. The Manifesto 
is a highly patriotic document calculated to appeal to the sentiments of the Poles, 
at the same time affirming the right of the Jews to expect equal treatment with the 
former. In reply the Jews were informed by one leading organ that they had to 
choose between becoming Poles or remaining Jews. Curiously enough the opinion 
is gaining ground in Poland that the Jewish question ought now to be solved in 
some manner or the other. Apparently, however, the Poles agree with last week's 
declaration of M. Menshikoff in the Novoe Vremya that nationalism ought to be 
fostered among the Orthodox Kussians, and that the Jews ought to obtain their 
full rights in a State of their own, and not in Russia. 

[he Poles seem greatly upset at the revelations of Dr. Georg Brandes 
concerning the treatment of Jews in Poland. Their Press is making strong attacks 
on him and is endeavouring to deny the truth of his accusations.

SHANGHAT, 

The local collection for the Palestinian Jews, for which appeal was made by 
the Federation of American Zionists and Herr Ussischkin, of Odessa, exceeds 
2,000 duls. This amount will shortly be remitted to New York with a request that 
it be forwarded to Palestine. 

On the 29th November at the International Institute, the twenty-ceventh 
Conference on the benefits of the different Religions was held. Mr. N. E. B. Ezra 
was the speaker, and his theme was “ Benefits to the World from the Practices of 
Judaism.” The lecture was translated into Chmese by Dr. Gilbert Reid, the 
Director of the Institute, who presided, and was subsequently published in extenso 
in the local foreign papers. 

A suitable site for the erection of a synagogue has been purchased in Seymour 
Koad, and arrangements are being made for the laying of the foundation gtone 
shortly. Besides the handsome contribution of Rs. 150,000 made by Sir Jacob 
Sassoon, Bart., of Bombay, a special collection is being made locally to form a 
nucleus for the future upkeep of the synagogue and the maintenance of a qualified 
spiritual leader from London. 

The entry of Turkey into the European war has occasioned some inconvenience 
to several coreligionists in Hong Kong and elsewhere, who had enngrated from 
Bagdad many years ago and consequently claimed Ottoman citizenship. 
Happily, the Colonial Government has refused to treat them harshly, and has 
agreed to take a broad view of the case seeing that Jews have no land of their own 
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and are in no way party to the present co: flict in Europe. Some of the letters ’ 


written by Jewish residents of Hong Kong to the Colonial Government are note- 
worthy, breathing as they do loyalty to England and wishes for her ultimate 
success in the field of battle.

THE WEAKNESS OF THE SYNAGOGUE,

The point of view of these men is not that of the 
spiritual leader of the community for the community's sake, not the strengthening 
of Judaism, but that of a sufficiently certain and certainly sufficient income, the 
means towards the end being the Kabbinate. The Rabbis of this kind cannot but 
~ dove from Judaism the very ones which the synagogue should attract.”

Assuming it is 
correct that if a Jewish autoriomous State is re-established in Palestine people in 
this country will tell Jews “ You go to your own country ;" would that really 
be a reason for Jews not to wish for an autonomous Judea’ Our ancestors in 
centuries past have often suffered death at the stake and tortures for, the sake of 
their religion, In those days there was no question that Judaism was not only a 
religion but also a nationality. The persecutions to which the Jews are exposed 
in our own times are less drastic and summary but perhaps more deadly in their 
effect upon the Jewish soul. Mr. Trachtenberg is concerned lest the area over 
which the confessors of the Jewish religion are spread be reduced. It must be 
clear, however, after very little reflection, that even if Palestine be re peopled by 
a Jewish population as large as that of Switzerland, there would still be three 
times as many Jews outside Palestine as inside. Therefore that particalar form of 
solicitude for the effectiveness of Jewish religion is hardly convincing. 

As the return to Palestine, even of one ortwo million Jews, must necessarily 
take a long time, the granting of a Jewish autonomy, either under British or under 
an international protection, will not for the next two or three generations 
appreciably affect the position of the Russian Jews, and cannot form any adequate 
reason to any just man for treating “our Jewish countrymen as equals in burdens 
and as outcasts in rights,” to use the expression of Professor Vinogradoff in this 
month's Yale Review.

THE DESTINY OF JEWS. 


SPEECH BY MR. ZANGWILL. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Unintentionally, I am sure, Mr. Stephen Graham’s lecture on “ Russia” ay 


the National Liberal Club, last Monday night, took upon itself all the features of 


a first class obscurantist symposium. And for that reason it was a very lively 


meeting, with Mr. Zangwill at the head and front of the liveliness. He has 
never been seen to better advantage. 

Mr. Graham loves Russia and claims for her that she holds within her 
vast territories and in the hearts of her simple people all the truest virtues of 
nationhood. And this may be. But when he called upon a Liberal English audience 
to look to the bureaucratic paternalism of the Russian Government for political 
example, he spoke as a poet, and a master of business tact like Mr. Zangwill was 
bound to challenge and confutehim. Even interruptions were necessary when Mr. 
Giraham sunk the whole destiny of the Jewish people in an airy phrase. We were not 
Russians, therefore we must clear out of Russia. We were not Poles, therefore 
we must leave Poland. The fact that the Jews came to Poland at the invitation of 
the Poles to found the economic prosperity of the country and establish its 
industries was lightly dismissed. Anyway, there were only two or three million 
Jews there, said Mr. Graham, which is a gross imaccuracy not excusable even in 
a poet. A lady in the audience spoke later about Poland. She had been in 
Galicia, and while there stayed with Count Blankowski. And she implored the 
English people always to remember Poland. Count Blankowski had been driven 
by Bismarck from his estates in Posen, because he would not be a Prussian. And 
so he came to hive in Galicia, and there found the peasantry in sore distress by 
reason of the Jews who oppressed them and took mortgages of their lands. The 
Count soon puta stop tothat. And when later he fell ill, the wicked Jews went 
to their synagogues and prayed that he might die. But he didn't die, con- 
cluded the speaker, triumphantly. That was when Mr. Zangwill suggested that 
the Count must be a liar, and suggested it loud and long. And the speaker 
remarked that she thought she had said too much, and sat down. 

Her name was Miss Little, and while one cannot blame a middle-class snob 
for feeling gratified that a Count of ancient lineage should patronise her with his 
estimable acquaintance, it would not have been possible for her this time last year 
to have reweated a slander of this. nasty and foolish kind with such evident faith 
Jeral English audience. And.it is precisely the writers of Mr. Stephen 
school who have seized the opportunity of this war and this alliance 
with Russia to undermine the natural sterling commonsense and fairness of 
L-nglishmen that has made :t possible for Jews to live in reasonable comfort and 
security under the British flag for the last fifty or sixty years. Mr. Graham isa 
young man, with all a young man’s enthusiasm and all his faults. He sees faith 
in Russia, amd no faith here. Therefore he will not have it that any of Russia's 
works can be bad. She must not be criticised; she must be loved. Was not our 
own Liberal Government suppressing all criticism of her ways in the Press? 
Well, then! 

What amazes the average clear-headed man more than anything in this type 
of reasoning must surely be this, That when, after Mr. Graham expatiated on 
the wonderful faith and single Christ-like life of the moujik, somebody suggests 
that Christ was a Jew, and would not be admitted to Russia to-day if he came 
there, Mr. Grabam simply does not hear. But on he goes, claiming homage for 
ignorance and appreciation for bigotry. He knows these qualities are picturesque ; 
and he thinks they must be fine if a hundred million people exhibit them. He 
wants Russia to realise herself in serfdom, and thinks Great Britain might get 
some useful tips by watching and fallowingthe process. What more natural, when 
a writer like “Ir. Graham, a man of might and power, renews belief in the cast-off 
and suabby wrangs cf the past ages, than that your Miss Littles should swallow 
the hiccupings of a Polish Count who has borrowed money on his estates and 
objecis to paying it back ? 

Mr. Ayimer Maude brought his tribute to Russian literature. And Mr. Green, 
the well-known worker for Russian freedom, also spoke as a friend and admirer 
of Russia But not of the Russia of knoutings and persecution, the 
bureaucratic Russia that still sends political suspects to the Siberian mines. The 
new Russia is a possibility to which Mr. Zangwill and Mr. Green look forward 
with the eyes of hope and confidence for the future. Mr. Graham doesn’t believe 
in the new Kussia. He believes inthe old Russia and the bureaucracy. And if 
he believes, shall Miss Little disbelieve? No. Those wicked Jews went to their 
synagogues and prayed that Count Blankowski might die. He told her so himself. 
' But he didn't die. How could one expect him to die? The prayers of Jews are 
not heard at the Throne of Grace ! 

Il saw Mr. Graham later, and asked him if he believed the story; He gaveme 
no satisfactory answer. ‘It might have been true,” was, if I remember aright, 
the substance of what he said. But he assured me that the Russian peasant does 
not like the Jew. Now it so happened that I had a Russian with me, a well-to-do 
student from Odessa: and he thinks the Russian people are the finest people in 
the world. ° “ Until I left Russia,” he has said to me more than once, “I never 
knew what anti-Semitism was. Even in England, I don't say 1 am a Jew unless 
people ask me what I am, for | fear they may be prejudiced. But in Russia I 
always make a point of saying that 1 am a Jew—because the people love them. 
The officials hate them.” 

And Mr. Graham wants us to believe that Jews 
are a disturbing element, and that Mr. Zangwill doesn't know what he is talking 
about when he says that all they ask for is to be left alone, |

INTERNED JEWISH ALIEN ENEMIES, 


A meeting of the Board of Deputies was held at the Hotel Great Central last 
Sunday. There were present ;—

At the suggestion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES, 
it was also agreed to send a letter of condolence to Madame Leven and the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle on the death of M. Narcisse Leven. 


THE HAHAM'S SILVER JUBILEE, 


The CHAIRMAN reported that last Friday being the silver wedding of Dr 
Gaster and Mrs.-Gaster he had taken upon himself to send a wire on behalf of the 
Board congratulating them both on the event. In reply, he had received the 
following telegram :—'‘* Accept yourself and convey Board of Deputies best thanks 
for and hearty appreciation of. kind remembrance and good wishes.— Moses Lucy 
Gaster.” 

HALF-DAY CLOSING. 


Mr. C. H. L. EMANUEL, the Solicitor and Secretary, reported on the London 
County Council regulation with regard to the closing of shops in the East End, 
Some time ago, he said, the Board had taken up the case of Jewish shopkeepers 
in the East End who had objected to Thursday as the day. upon which their shops 
were to close. Unfortunately the Jewish shopkeepers were not united, and many 
of them showed great indifference. The result was that when a vote was taken 
among the shopkeepers as to the day on which they preferred to close, it was 
found that the balance of votes favoured Thursday. The Public Control 
Committee had now made an order fixing Thursday as half-closing day, the ordex 
having been in force since the beginning of this month. He had put himself into 
communication with the Secretary of the Jewish Shopkeepers’ Association and had 
been informed that the Associatign had now fallen to pieces. 

THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

The CHAIRMAN announced that he had fixed the annual meeting of the Board 
or Sunday, the 21st February, at half-past two in the afternoon at the Wharncliffe 
Rooms. They would observe, he said, that that day was one of the days fixed for the 
ordinary meeting of the Board and possibly there would be little todo. If, however, 
it was found to be necessary, he would call the ordinary meeting for the morning, 
He was anxious to have the meeting on the day he had named so as avoid betmging 
the provincial delegates to London twice in the same month. 

Mr. S. ROSENBAUM asked whether the afternoon had finally been decided upon 
for the annual meeting. He reminded the Board that according to its constitution 
recommendations only could be made, and nothing passed at the annual meeting was 
binding upon the Board. In the circumstances, he thought it far more desirable 
if the annual meeting were to be held in the morning and the ordinary meeting 
subsequently so that any recommendations or suggestions made at the annual 
meeting might be discussed at the ordinary meeting without delay and if necessary 
acted upon. 

The CHAIRMAN replied that it had been his experience that when the annual 
meetings had been held in the mornings, the afternoon sessions were invariably 
badly attended, practically the provincial delegates alone remaining. The 
Metropolitan members would leave at the luncheon interval, with the result that 
on resuming there would not be a representative gathering. 

Mr. RoSENBAUM : I suppose if there should be an important notice of motion 
a meeting would be called in the morning. 

Mr. ALEXANDER: I cannot bind myself. What might be’ considered 
important to you might not be considered so by me, or the case might be vice 
versa. 

Mr. Davip Levy said he noticed that a number of congregations were inf 
arrears and asked whether those congregations were entitled to send delegates. 

Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES deprecated the raising of monetary qualifications, 

Mr. ALEXANDER said congregations in arrears were entitled to send delegates, 
unless they became disfranchised after a lapse of a certain period in which they 
refused to pay their contributions. 7 

Mr. D. G. BAKER asked if law 37 in the Constitution, which dealt with the 
annual meeting, was still in force. He pointed out that a clause in this law ran 
as follows: “And at such meetings all matters referred to in or arising out of the 
report shall be open to discussion, but any resolution passed at such meeting shall 
only have effect as a suggestion or recommendation for the consideration of the 
Board.” Since resolutions passed at the annual meeting were not binding, he 
thought it would be wasting the time of provincial delegates to ask them to attend, 

The CHAIRMAN said that they must follow their Constitution. 


THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE AND MR, LUCIEN WOLP, 


Mr. ALEXANDER reported that the Conjoint Committee had met on the 
previous Monday, and after a sitting lasting close upon three hours had adjourned 
until next Tuesday. He was therefore that day not in the position to make any 
pronouncement except that he had it in command from the Conjoint Foreign 
Committee to announce that Mr. Lucien Wolf had been appointed and now held 
an official position on the Committee, and that henceforth he would be activel: 
associated with the two secretaries in all matters which had arisen or were likely 

ise out of che present war. 
What is this offic'al position, and will the Board be 
responsible to Mr. Wolf and Mr. Wolf to the Board? eon 

Mr. ALEXANDER: There will be no financial responsibility on the Board, 

Dr. DaIcHEs: Is he to’act as advisor to the Conjoint Committee ? 

Mr. ALEXANDER: I cannot allow any discussion. } 

Mr. RoSENBAUM: Shall we be informed at a future meeting more fully the 
work to be undertaken by this new importation on the Committee, and the respon- 
sibilities which the Board has in any action that Mr. Wolf might take? 

Dr. DAICHES asked if it were not possible for the President to give the Board 
an outline of the policy of the Conjoint Committee on certain matters, 


Mr, ALEXANDER; You must understand that the meeting of the Conjoing - 
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Committee has been adjourned, and I have already told you that I am not ina 
position to add to the announcement I had been asked to make. . 

Mr. B. S. Straus: What title is Mr. Wolf to have? Is he plenipotentiary, 
secretary, colonel, general, or what ? 

Mr. B. A. Fersut asked whether the members of the Board would be given 
an opportunity, before the annual meeting, of becoming acquainted with the policy 
of the Conjoint Committee. It would be highly desirable to know so that it might 
be discussed at the annual meeting. 

INTERNED ALIEN ENEMIES. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that he had accepted an invitation from the Chief 
Rabbi to attend at his house last Friday to discuss with other gentlemen present 
the question of the policy to be followed with regard to Jewish aliens who 
were detained in the concentration camps. The matter, he said, had come promi- 
nently to the notice of the Chief Rabbi by reason of the communication he had 
received signed by a.number of Jews interned in a camp near Chester. The Chief 
Rabbi had replied asking the signatories to address a similar communication to the 
Board. Dr. Hertz had also received a further communication from another camp 
regarding the question of kosher food, special services, the supply of Tephillin, 
prayer-books, et Both questions were discussed independently of each other. 
Several suggestions were made, and those present bad agreed with him that it 
would be a monstrous thing to ask of the Board to give a guarantee for the respect- 
ability of every interned alien. He had put forward a proposition that was very 
favourably entertained by the gentlemen present, It was to the effect that 
machinery should be established for making complete and thorough investigations 
into the cases of those who applied to be released, and that the results of those 
investigation should be finally submitted to the Home Office for their considera- 
tion. The meeting having endorsed the suggestion, he Jad been asked if the Board 
of Deputies would now take up the matter and pursue it on the lines he had 
suggested. In anticipation of the Board's approval of his action he had arranged 
to convene a meeting of the Law and Parliamentary Committee for Wednesday in 
order that the matter might be considered and the machinery set up. To that 
meeting he had already invited the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Albert Woolf. He added 
that the setting up of the machinery and the carrying out of the investigation were 
not so simple as they looked on paper, while the whole matter would involve a 
great deal of work. He asked the Board to consent to the question being referred 
to the Law and Parliamentary Committee with power to act in association with any 
other body or persons that might be found necessary and desirable. 

Mr. W. T. Leviansky was of opinion that the Board should interest itself on 
behalf of poor aliens only, pointing out that people of means had opportunities 
t :xrough legal advisers to bring their cases to the notice of the authorities. 

Mr. B. A. FersutT expressed his appreciation of what he termed “the change 
of the Board's policy in regard to the interned question,” and offered to place the 
services of members of the Order Achei Brith at the disposal of the Board for 
investigation purposes. Hé hoped the Board would not confine itself to the list of 
names before them, but would take up the cudgels on behalf of the large number 
of Jews who were known to be confined in the many camps up and down the 
country. 

Mr. D. G. BAKER promised the assistance of Liverpool Jews in the work of 
investigation. 

Mr. H. S. Q. HeNktoveES said it was hardly a case of reversal in the policy 
of the Board. It would be remembered that when the question of. interned Jews 
first came up at the Board, the Board had been asked to intervene and make itself 
responsible for every Jew confined in the concentration camps. There was no 
reason why the Board should not give their interned coreligionists the benefit of 
the machinery it was proposed to set up, and to advise those who desired to be 
released. Then again, the Board would not be demanding anything of the Govern- 
ment, althongh they would be able to place accurate and reliable information at 
the disposal of the Government. 
that it was unnecessary tountern jews, the Board woald be doing a yood turn not 
only to their coreligionists, but to the people of the country generally. 

Mr, JOSEPH ULLMANN said the Board had no right to undertake the work 
proposed. 

The Board agreed to the suggestion to refer the matter to the Law and Parlia- 
mentary Committee, there being only three dissentients. 

SUPPLY OF KOSHER FOOD, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the second question that came up for discussion at 
the nteeting on the previous Friday concerned the supply of kosher food for 
interned Jewish prisoners of war. As the Board knew, Mr. Emanuel had all along 
endeavoured to get the War Office to supply kosher food, but so far little had been 
done in thisdirection by the War Office. The suggestion had been advanced that 
all Jews should be confined to one or two special camps, but at the meeting to 
which he was referring the opinion was general that it would be unwise to con- 
centrate all Jewish prisoners. Instead it was suggested that the War Office should 
be appfoached to concentrate those Jews who desired to eat kosher food. 
This demand was a considerable modification of their previous one, and was, 
moreover, one that the War Office might favourably consider, 

Mr. EMANUEL read a letter from the Army Council, in which it was stated 
that the authorities could not see their way to concentrate all Jews in one camp (as 
had alteady been suggested by the Board). 

Mr. H. S. ©. HENRIQVES felt that the War Office would accede to the 
modified demands the Board intended to make. 

Mr. S. N. LipMAN expressed the hope that the Jewish needs for Passover 
would not be overlooked. 

Mr. ALEXANDER promised that this would be taken into consideration. 

Tt was decided to refer the whole question to the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The SOLicrToOR AND SECRETARY announced that arrangements for the 
holding of religious services for detained Jewish prisoners of war in camps and 
or ships had been completed in several cases.

THE.CONJOINT COMMITTEE. 
CAN WE FIND COMMON GROUND? 


TO THE EDITOR.—From “ JUDAUS.” 

Sir,—The object of this letter is simple, if serious. Can the Jews of {|}; 
country be united on a common Jewish programme for presentation to the Gover), 
ment in connection with the peace settlement ? 

I take it that we all desire united action. None of us are anxious to reprody 
in Our own history the fatuity, so often caricatured, of different individuals drivin, 
a team in different directions, and landing the whole party in some political ditch. We 
know that divergent counsels offered to the Foreign Office may neutralise one 
another, and be used as a reason for doing nothing atall; while a common policy 
a lvanced by a united Jewry, may succeed in making history. Can we, then, ty 
united ? 

Let us examine the principal aspirations or policies that constitute, at the 
moment, our Jewish imperial politics, There is, first of all, the question of th: 
Russian and Rumanian Jews. I assume that upon the twin disabilities of Russian 
and Rumanian Jews we are all in absolute agreement. The double anachronism. 
there can be no doubt, ought to go. Fora war waged for the protection of smal! 
peoples to leave the walls of the Pale standing would write down the statesmanshi; 
of the Allies as a delusion and a sham. 

Secondly, the war may end in the repetition, on a wholesale scale, of one 
element in the Balkan peace. There may be a large transfer of Jews from a morc 
toaless benignant sway. Hungarian Jews may pass under Rumanian domina 
tion; and Galician Jews may find themselves Russian subjects, under the 
immediate control of a Polish Government. There ought'to be some consideration 
for these people's liberties. Our coreligionists must not be prejudiced when tlic 
peace comes. The war of liberation must not create a million new Jewish parialis. 
Upon that, too, we are all agreed—completely and unmistakeably. 

I come now to what looks like more debateable ground. Are we—can we be 
—unanimous about Palestine? Iwill answer that question by asking another. 
Is there any Jew among us, weighted with the broken hopes of the past, who is 
prepared to face the 50 or 100 years that may elapse before the next re-arrange- 
ment of the map with nothing to hope for but the relaxing of Russian 
anti-Semitism? Are we to confront the new Europe, and to begin the new era, 
with nothing more than the old trust and prayers, the perpetual falsification of which 
has come near to breaking the hearts of those who thought and cared about the 
Jewish race’? Nothing more, after the war, than the same weary alternation of hope 
and despair, the same anxiety for Jewish life, the same entreaties, the same 
threats, the same old approaches to the Foreign Office, the same old rebuffs 
from the Powers, the same old immigration problems, and the same bent figure 
of the wandering Jew pleading to an “alien” tribunal, trembling on Ellis Island, 
haunting the memories and jeopardising the security of hisbrethren elsewhere/ 
How many of us have courage enough, how many are mad enough, to resume 
that old hoping against hope, to risk fifty more years of demoralisation in the 
Pale—-with nothing to fall back upon if history repeat itself and our yearnings 
come to naught ? 

Let us not deceive ourselves. The war has brought thousands of Russian 
Jewstethe colours. But it has brought nota syllable of good cheer from officiay 
Russia. The reticence of the Court and the Government is uncanny. Only one 
Minister is even said to have spoken: and his offer to the Jews isexemption from the 
Army—which means final exclusion fromcitizen rights. If he has been correctly inter- 
preted and that be Russian policy in the green, what may we expect in the dry? 
If a Russia struggling for her life, and aided in her endeavours by 300,000 Jewish 
bayonets, can offer only permanent enslavement, what are we to anticipate from a 
victorious bureaucracy, and the Chauvinist elements that always float to the 
surface in the hour of military triumph ? 

Therefore, I ask again, are we to close the old epoch and begin the new— 
which may last updistarbed for generations—with nothiag secured from the great 
turmoil save the hope that the Russian authorities may one day soften their 
hearts ? 

I cannot believe that any Jews in this country are prepared for the fresh ordeal. 
The next fifty years will not be as the last. There are no unexploited regions for 
the Russian refugees. An Aliens Act has been passed in Engiand. America hag 
constantly—even at this very moment—new restrictive proposals upon the Parlia- 
mentary anvil, and the clang of the legislative hammer can be heard ominously 
on these shores. Worst of all, Russian Jewry itself cannot stand another fifty 
years of the Pale. Its moral must already be endangered, its poverty near 
breaking point. Are we, then, | again ask, going to enter the new Burope with 
only the old Russian hopes to carry us on ? 

The thing is impossible, and has only to be mentioned to be repelled by 
every Jew. We must, therefore, in familiar parlance, have another string to our 
bow—some alternative means of salvation. There. must be some other land to 
which the Russian Jew may turn, some fresh ideal to sustain his failing spirit. 
And where shall we look for that land and that ideal if not to Palestine? 

Can we Se unan’mous about Palestine? I have asked, If there must be an 
alternative road to redemption, and no other way is available than the old patt 
trodden by our fathers, then one good reason already exists for unanimity. 

We are~brought up sharp, however, against the political or “ Nationalist” 


} difficulty. But we maypeontemplate even that difficulty with serenity. After all, 


Zionism, in its essence and stripped of*its more resplendent colouring, is nothing 
but the obtaimmg of a “ publicly recognised, legally secured home” for the 
Jews in Palestine; and that, as we have seen, must be forcing itself 
upon all Jews now as an urgent and imperative necessity. I advance, withou; 
hesitatiom, one bold proposition. I say that among many who were indifferent 
or even hostile to the Zionist propaganda, there has been a clear and strong set in 
the direction of a Pro-Palestine policy. Imperceptibly, unknown perhaps to them- 
selves, carried forward, probably, by the logic of events, they have been moving 
with increasing momentum in the direction of the old ideals. You see it in the 
new men who are rallying to the English Zionist Federation. It was exempli 
fied in striking fashion at the conference which led to the formation of the 
Manchester Committee, when men who had never shown the least i&terest in the . 
Palestinian question ranged themselves unanimously with the Zionist spokesmen, 
so that Manchester Jewry—judged by its institutions—now presents a united front 
upon this Jewish question of questions. One sees, in fact, the same tendency ali 


around us—perceives it among one’s friends, feelsit, so to speak, in the air, “There

Russian 
and English statesmen may offer Palestinian settlement in exchange for (or shall ] 
say instead of ?) emancipation; and the Russian Jews be caught in a dangerous 
bargain. I cannot see how two things which are complementary the one to the 
other cam be treated as mutually exclusive.

one also. Palestinian settlement must be very slow, and cannot provide for a 
population more than half the number of our people in Russia.

One word more. I assume, in what I have written, that the cause of the 
Allies will prevail. No one who thinks the situation over can cast the military 
horoscope otherwise. I also cherish the belief that the Jews of this country think 
more of their coreligionists and the future of their race than they do of old part, 
catch-words and prepossessions ; and that they desire to take some practical steps 
in their own lives and at a turning-point which may never recur, to mitigate, if not 
end, the bitter Jewish martyrdom. I do not put forward my proposals as the fina! 
word onthe question. Treat them, if you will, as a basis of discussion. But upon 
that basis, I am firmly convinced, agreement can be reached ; and I plead with my 
brethren for the sake of their brethren, and of all that the Jewish heart still holds 
dear, not lightly to cam it from their thoughts.

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With the Wounded in 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE | 
WITH Dr. L. HADEN GUEST. 


France. 


HEN the full story of the war comes to be written one of the 

most noble episodes to which the historian will have to devote 

attention will be the heroic manner in which the British public 

arranged for the care and succour of the wounded. The 
British Red Cross Society, of which Lord Rothschild is Treasurer, has 
succeeded in raising vast sums for this great purpose. But several weeks 
before the official machinery came into 
operation a private individual was already 
at the front, rendering heroic services to 
our stricken soldiers. Without ary public 
appeal, Dr. L. Haden Guest, the dis- 
tinguished physician, philosopher, and public 
worker, collected sufficient funds to enable 
him to establish two hospitals in France, 
the efficiency and splendid service of. which 
aroused the admiration of all observers and 
evoked the gratitude and recognition of the 
French and British military authorities. 
To a. representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE Dr. Guest has given an account 
of his work and experiences among the 
brave wounded whom he has tended with 
such magnificent devotion. 

FIRST IN THE FIELD. 

On the occasion upon which our representa 
tive was privileged to interview Dr. Guest, the 
doctor was busy with his “ administrator 
general,” the title which he playfully assigns to Mr. H. D. Harben,. J.P., who 
has rendered him invaluable assistance in the organisation of his hospitals. Mr. 
Harben will be remembered asan old resident of Toynbee Hall, who took an 
active part in opposing the Aliens Act . 

When did your work originaté ? our representative asked. 

“1 started thinking about it before the declaration of war, and on the outbreak 
of hostilities immediately set to work privately to collect funds. We left England 
on September 5th, and our hospital was the first British hospital to be established 
in Paris. We took over the Hotel Majestic and placed ourselves under the direc- 
tions of the French Red Cross. We opened another hospital at Limoges.” 

How did you obtain the funds? 

“A friend of mine, Dr. Kirby, gave me £7,000, and the general public 
subscribed another 41,000. When the British Red Cross Society found what 
good work we were doing they made us a grant of £2,000. Since we started our 
work I addressed a meeting at the Baltic Exchange and the members raised a fund 
of 414,000 to maintain and equip a hospital of 200 beds for three months. I also 


initiated a movement in Liverpool to found a mobile hut hospital for use near the 
firing line.”

ORGANISING THE BRITISH HOSPITALS. 

“After we had been at work for some time,” Dr. Guest went on to say, “I 
became impressed with the danger of overlapping on the part of the yarious 
hospitals being established in France with British funds. I accordingly approached 
the British Red Cross Society and laid before them a scheme for the establishment 
of a Committee to supervise the work of all the British hospitals. This proposal 
met with cordial approval, and a Committee was at once formed which has rendered 
very useful service in co-ordinating our work at the front. Attention has been 
drawn to the fact that the British hospitals are more numerous than those estab- 
lished by our French friends, but this is only as it should be. We must not forget 
that the French outnumber us in the fighting line in the proportion of ten to one 
Their medical staffs have been seriously depleted and the enormous calls made 
upon the French people for other purposes diminished the funds available for Red 
Cross work. The British have accordingly come to the rescue, and our work is 
very sincerely appreciated by our brave Allies.” 


“THE MAJESTIC.” 

Dr. Guest proceeded to describe the organisation and work of his principal 
hospital at the Hotel Majestic in Paris. 

“Apart from the medical staff and twenty-six trained nurses we have the 
services of a number of voluntary helpers, and it has been most touching to record 
the simple and unostentatious services rendered by voluntary assistants, many of 
whom are drawn from the flower of the French and British aristocracy. It is a 
common sight to see a lord peeling potatoes and a viscomte washing plates and 
dishes. Very valuable assistance has been rendered to us by the loan of motor- 
cars, which are used for the transport of wounded and stores, and recreation for 
doctors and nurses. Jewish friends have helped us in this direction. We have the 
assistance of French Boy Scouts as messengers. I cannot speak 100 highly of the 
heroic and unflagging services rendered by the medical and nursing staffs. They 
have frequently been called upon to work)\at the utmost pressure at:all hours of the 
day and night. The terrible conditions of modern warfare have added to the 


horror and strain of their work, and no words of praise can be too high for 
the splendid devotion which they have shown.” 


SHATTERED LIMBS AND NERVES. 


Dr. Guest painted a gruesome picture of the havoc wrought by modern 
warfare. 


“ Anyone,” he said, “who has worked with a hospital at the front is bound 
to realise in fearful intensity the character of modern warfare. The sights and 
scenes we have witnessed beggar description. I could wish that everybody could 
spend a few days at our hospital, for 1 feel quite convinced that it would mean 
the end of war. The conditions of warfare have changed very much during recent 
years. Modern artillery is so devastating in its effects that previous experiences 
of warfare are put completely in the shade. It is a matter of enormous difficulty 
to pick up the wounded while shell-fire is in progress. The consequence is that 
the wounded lie about for hours often with most terrible injuries, so that their 
wounds become septic and by the time it is possible to apply surgical or medical 
treatment the condition of the poor fellows is horrible. The number of hopeless 
cripples which this war will produce can scarcely be realised. I have seen a man 
still alive with face blown away and a gaping wound in his throat, exposing his 


_vocal chords. -We have treated another who had lost two legs and an arm. I 
* have stood by the bedside of a poor fellow whose injuries were such that he bad 


to be strapped to fhe bed to prevent movement and all he could do was to shake 
his head from side to side in the intensity of his agony. Apart from physical 
injuries modern warfare is a nerve-shattering experience. We have received many 
eases of men who have gone completely out of their mind and whose cries have

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 


THE BIBLE AND SOME OF ITS PROBLEMS. (I) 


The mention of Biblical problems will at once suggest two classes of 
questions, first, those raised by the so-called Higher Criticism, secondly, 
those avhich constitute what are currently known as the difficulties of the 
Bible. The former relate to the age, authorship, circumstances, trust. 
worthiness, and so forth of the books of the Bible, and are essentially the 
same as those which arise in connection with other literary productions. 
Che latter are connected with the allusions to matters investigated by 
natural science, the character and conduct of the men who figure on its 
stage; with the historical mistakes and discrepancies which are said to 
ccur; ‘with the acts, words, dispositions, feelings occasionally ascribed to 
God; and kindred matters. Now, so far as criticism is concerned, whether 
it be higher or lower, inasmuch as it is a necessity, whatever view be taken 
of the Bible, surely only ignorance can object to it. We should have had 
no Bible at all, still less should we know a good deal that we know about it, 
without criticism. It is only some of the results arrived at by some 
of the critics that can fairly be classed under the head of Bible 
difficulties. Neéarly all the difficulties belonging to the second class— 
certainly the most important of them—owe what force they possess to.the 
particular mode of viewing the Bible, to a particular theory as to its origin 
and purpose which is still avowedly entertained by a great many ‘excellent 
and devout people, and which partially dominates the thought of a gneat 
many of its antagonists. Now to look at the Bible from another point of 
view to which a historical illustration will best lead up. Suppose a large 
part of the literature of ancient Greece, or any other ancient literature— 
say that of the Parsees—were bound up in one book and an expert were 
consulted and difficulties were proposed to him such as are proposed to 
believers in the Bible. He would probably answer as follows: “ You are 
surely aware that the man who produced these writings lived several 
thousand years ago, when very little was known about natural science, when 
the ideas about morality were not what they are. at present, when the 
standard of historical accuracy was not what it is now, when the conception 
of God-atrd religion was less highly developed than it is to-day. If so, how 
can it be expected that the books written by them will contain scientific, 
moral, historical, religious, or theological truth, such as will commend itself 
to modern minds trained in scientific reasohing ? It is unreasonable. There 
is, in fact, nothing to explain or justly. Then men 

WROTE AS THEY THOUGHT, 
felt, lived. The difference between their writings and ours is due to the 
difference between their thinking and living and ours."”” With this answer 
one would be satisfied, if one ever raised these questions. And this is, in 
general, the point of view from which the Bible should be regarded. Toa 
large extent it reflects the mental, moral, and religious condition ofmen who 
lived from two thousand to three thousand and more years ago--men who 
had little acquaintance with natural science, whose ideas about the 
constitution of man were primitive, whose moral development was no! 
advanéed, whose general intellectual culture was considerably below our 
modern standards. That many traces of this state of things should be 
discoverable in their writings is surely natural enough, and needs neither 
explanation nor defence. To make a problem or difficulty of the fact-is 
unreasonable. Someone, however, may reply: “ Yes, it would be unreason 
able but for one thing—that thing is the claim advanced for the Bible that 
it is divinely inspired. For the other books referred to—Greek, Latin, 
Hindoo, Parsee--no such claim is advanced. We treat them as mere 
products of human genius or talert, and therefore we take it for granted 
that they contain traces of human weakness and error. But this Bible 
of ours—is it not inspired by God? And if it is inspired by God, 


must it not be infallibly correct in what it teaches and records on the - 


subject of God, Nature, man, morality, religion? If not, what is 
the use, what is the meaning, of inspiration? To such an objection, reply 
may be made as fcllows: .A considerable part, nearly the whole of the 
historical element—at least half of the Bible—expressly and avowedly sets 
forth the Israelites and their life as they actually were, their own thoughts, 
feelings, actS, characters, and experiences. If so, then the more absolute 
the Divine superintendence, the more complete the Divine control over the 
writers, the greater must be the admixture of just such human imperfec- 
tions, errors and sins as were likely to characterise the Israelites of from 
two thousand to three thousand years ago. If the writers of the Bible had 
been simple Divine amanuenses, or even a Sort of instrument on which God 
played, somewhat as we play on a typewriter, there ought to be a great deal 
in it of the sort that gives rise to the so-called difficulties. Wither that, or 
the Divine Superintendent of these historical portions must have caused or 
allowed men and women to be delineated such as did not then exist. They 
would have been creatures of romance; the Bible, so far as it professes to 
be historical, would be a sort of historical novel. There is no other 
alternative, even on the most rigid theory of inspiration. ._The men must be 
depicted as they were; they must speak their words, utter their ideas 
express thetr feelings, not Divine words, nor Divine ideas, nor Divine 
feelings; or not exclusively so. . They must act as men of their time, 
culture and character naturally would act. And accordingly we must find 
errors, inconsistencies, mistakes, follies—nay, more, | 


THINGS ASCRIBED TO GOD 

which God did not do, and could not command or approve. Approaching 
the Bible from this point of view it becomes clear that difficulties of the 
kind ordinarily advanced are really no difficulties ; they are rather @vidences 
that through this literature we are brought face to face with living men and 
actual history. To establish this truth or fact is of far more consequence to 
our faith in a living God, Who intervenes in the affairs of men, than man 

people may imagine. For.our faith as Jews is a faith grounded and built on 
determinate historical facts. What we mean, then, by problems of the 
Bible or problems of the history of the Israelites are problems which ‘face 
those who doubt or deny that God has specially intervened in the life of the 
Jewish people—problems, in short, which suggest themselves ihé moment 
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we compare the Jewish nation through its literature with contemporary 
nations through their literatures. Chief among these problems is what may 
he generally designated the religious problem. Though not by any means the 
only problem, it is the one in which we Jews are most interested. To one or 
two aspects of this problem we may now call attention. What is the reason 
of the very remarkable differences between the religious developmeut of the 
!.raelites and that of all other nations contemporary or otherwise? The 
problem naturally divides itself into two parts, first, the conception formed 


‘ God; secondly, the practical relation taken up and held towards God 
virst, how did the Israelites of old view God? What did they think of 
fim 2? And what ts the explanation of their special intellectual relation to 
‘od? This is so vast a theme that we must restrict ourselves to a few briel 
onsiderations concerning the point. To quote everything from the Biblical 
hooks illustrative of the Jewish idea of God would be impossible, for most of 


‘he literature is saturated with the idea of God. Within the covers of the 
‘ible we cannot get away from God. Two books only do not mention His 
ame. But one of them, the Book of Esther, points dumbly to Him, and 
the other, the Song of Songs, has usually been interpreted as an allegorical 
ture of divine love. The point to be sclected for special consideration is 
THE MONOTHEISM OF THE ANCIENT ISRAELITES. 
If we use the word “monotheism” correctly, that is, if 
the sense of recognising not merely one God but one God alone 
conscious exclusion of all other divinitics—in the sense of denying detty tn 
iny real sense to all other objects of human worship—then in 
shat the great mass of the Israelites did not become monotheists till @ late 
tage of their national existence. They themselves believed that their 
fathers served other gods. And the majority of them certainly, whatever 
iy have been the convictions attained to by the “men of light and 
leading "' among them—believed in the reality of other gods alongside the 
ne God. Only on this supposition can we account tor the apostasies 
which their literature not only records, but for which they represent them. 
‘Ives as being reproved and punished. For centuries, it would seem, God 
was regarded by them as being their tribal and national God, to Whom they 
owed exclusive allegiance, and Who in return cared for and aided and 
protected them. But even on the view that God was at first simply their 
tribal and national God, the view and the relationship held by them were 
neculiar. They were without a true parallel among contemporary nation 
t only were the claims of God on the loyalty of the [sraclite 
ting than those of other gods on the nations which believed in them, 
but whereas all other nations recognised more than one national god as 
having the same or similar claims on their service, the fundamental law of 
Istacl was: “ Thou shalt have have no other gods before me.’ “When the 
Israelites erected altars and offered sacrifice to any but the one God, they 
lid so with.a bad conscience; whereas other nations had many gods with.a 
90d conseience, and had a bad conscience when they neglected to show 
them honour on proper occasions and in appropriate ways. By degrees, 
iowever, the higher minds found their way. to the comviction so finely 
expressed by Jeremiah: “* God is the true God; He is the living God and 
ever'asting King.” And after the captivity it came to be-the conviction of 
all Isrdel that “the Lord is God, and there is none else."’ “ He is the 
first and the last, and beside Him there is no God.”’ Now, if we take it f@: 
vranted that down to the captivity God had been merely the one great 
national God of the Israelites, and often not even that, but one of many 
vods, all equally entitled to worship, how are we to account for the fact that 
ist when Israel’s God showed Himself apparently most powerless to help 
ind deliver, they rose to the highest estimate of Him, and clung 
to Him?

A STRANGE PHENOMENON. 

The Assyrian General, Rabshekeh, put the case very plainly to King 
Hezekiah, when he was besieging Jerusalem. Calling on Hezekiah to 
surrender, he said: “*‘ Behold, thou hast heard what the Kings of Assyria 
have done toall lands by destroying them utterly, and shalt thou be delivered . 
Have the gods of the nations delivered them which my fathers have 

troyed? Let not thy God in Whom thou trusteth deceive thee, saying, 
lerusalem shall not be delivered up.” Yet Hezekiah went and prayed, 
‘Oh, Lord God of Israel, Thou art the God; even Thou alone, of all the 
kingdoms of the earth, bow down Thine ear and hear. Of a truth, Lord, 
the kings Of Assyria have destroyed the nations, and have cast their gods 
into the fire, for they were no gods, but the work of men’s hands.” We are 
so familiar with all this, and it seems so perfectly right, proper, and natural, 


that we are in danger of missing its remarkable significance. How came 
this attitude towards God to be possible to our people? How was it that 


we Jews alone held it? Nay more, how came Israel to take up this 
exceptional position at the very time when the scornful threats of Rabshekeh 
were fulfilled to the letter? One would have expected that when the 
Israelites found their trust in their national God apparently useless, when 
the gods of the Assyrians and the Chaldeans had given these the victory 
over themselves—that is, as others reasoned, over their national God— 
when they were scattered and compelled to dwell among idolators, they 
would at length not only have deposed their national God from His 
position, but would have degraded Him to a level with or below other 
gods, and at last abjured Him utterly. This is what happened elsewhere— 
in India, in China, in Rome, in Scandinavia—everywhere, so far, as our 
information goes. Not so the Israelites. The fire which ought, humanly 
speaking, to have burnt out their faith in God, refined it to a purity, vigour 
and sublimity which have caused it to command the admirationof the world, 
Why? The answer to this question will be attempted in the next discourse,

AUSTRO-JEWRY IN PEACE AND WAR. 


Among the many refugees at present in this country from the Continent is Mr. 

Litmann, a prominent landed proprietor and Zionist worker, Mr. Ultmann bas 
been good enough to make to a representative of the JewisH CHRONICLE a state- 
ment on the relations of the Austrian Government with the Jews and the positioa 
created by the war 

FHOUSANDS OF REFUGEE 


In reply to our representative's enquiry, Mr. Ultmann stated that he had 
received a letter from Dr. Fischer, of Eger, a well-known Jewish lawyer. 

“ Dr. Fischer writes to me,” Mr, Ultmann said, “that no success has so fag 
crowned the Austrian arms, and that the war has brought great distress upon the 
Jewish population of the Empire. Over 120,000 refugees from Aust-ian Poland 
nave fed to Vienna, and business in Galicia is entirely suspended. 100,000 Jews 
trom the Bukowina have taken refuge in Budapest, and their numbers have been 
swollen by 30,000 Austrian Jews expelled from Rumania. The Emperor has issued 
a proclamation in Yiddish and Polish addressed to the Jews, setting forth the cause 
of the war with Russia, and reminding the Jews that he has always acted towards 
them as a father and afriend. The proclamation urges’ the Jews to pay no atten- 
tion to the Russian proclamations and should Austrian Poland and Galicia, by the 
fortune of war, pass under Russian hands, the Emperor offers Austrian hospitality 
to those Jews who continue to pay him allegiance, and he declares that he will con- 
tinue to be their protector asin the past. Dr. Fischer writes that great distress 
prevails among the refugees, and I have authorised him to place my house and 

eral cottages on my estate at the disposal of the refugees.” 


JEWISH PRIVILEGES 


Mr. Ultmann went on to say that Jews abroad were singularly ill-informed 
rice 


rning the extraordinary liberties and privileges enjoyed by the Austrian Jews. 
" Austria 1s generally supposed,” he said, “ to be a home of virulent anti-Semitism. 
s true to a- certain extent, though, as I shall explain presently, anti-Semitism 
1s not succeeded in doing us much damage in the country The other side of 
the picture, however, is completely overlooked, and I feel safe in saying that there 
is no land where the Jews enjey such extraordinary privileges as within the borders 
{the Austrian Empire. I am myself a native of Boskowicz, in Moravia, which is 
one of over twenty large towns that, since the days of Maria Theresa, enjoy 
almost complete Jewish local autonomy. hese towns, for instance, elect their 
own Jewish mayors. Boskowicz is the oldest Jewish community in Moravia and 
is the seat of the Land-Rabbiner. It has a Jewish volunteer fire brigade, over 
eighty strong, equipped with all the latest appliances. This fire brigade recently 
celebrated its jubilee, and its chief, Moritz Zeisel, was decorated by the Emperor, 
and the members received medals commemorating the occasion. My own medal 
is one of my most cherished possessions. We have our own police and night 
watchmen, and the local recruiting is entirely under our own control. On Sabbath 
all the shops are closed and the Jewish traders have the privilege of opening on 
Sundays, No gendarme may make an arrest on the Sabbath, and no summons may 
be served on that day. Fair or markets which happen to fall on Sabbath or a Jewish 
festival are postponed, Several Jews have the hereditary right of being tax free. This 
privilege covers a tavern, a distillery, a brewery, and a tobaccoshop, all of which are 
freed irom excise. The right only passes to thedirect lineal descendant, male or female, 
and becomes void on the sale of the property. We have our own representatives 
in Parliament and make special polling arrangements. There is also a Christian 
juarter of Boskowicz, but the Jewish town is officially known as ‘ Israelitenstadt, 
Boskowicz. We have a very efficiently managed Jewish Loan Society, 
which is of enormous use to the Jewish inhabitants in their trade, as they are able 
to borrow without interest. Christian residents in the Jewish town may also 
receive loans if they can furnish two Jewish sureties. As they live on the happiest 
terms with their Jewish neighbours, they have no-difficulty in this. There is 
large foundajion also for those former inhabitants who have settled elsewhere.” 


JEWS IN HIGH POSITIONS. 


Do the Jews occupy any high public positions? 

“There is hardly a single position in the Empire which is not open to the Jews, 
Almost all the highest judicial positions in the land are occupied by Jews. In 
Brinn, a Jewish judge, Wallenstein, presides over the highest Court. The large 
proportion of Jewish judges has evoked many protests from the anti-Semitic camp. 
Almostall the ministries have Jewish officials; thus Dr. Eisler is one of the Secre- 
taries in the Ministry of Finance. Many Jews occupy the position of Prefect over 
large districts. At the Bar, Jews particularly distinguish themselves. Dr. Rosenfeld, 
a coreligionist, is one of the leading lawyers in Vienna, and Court Councillor 
Steger is another. Heis a son-in-law of Herr Mandl, one of the leading manu- 
facturers of clothing in Austria. Herr Mandl isa man of great influence in the 
industrial world, and he has declined a decoration from the Emperor. There are 
at least three Jewish generals and large numbers of Jewish officers in the army.” 


IMPOTENCE OF THE ANTI-SEMITES. 


What about the anti-Semites ? 

‘ The anti-Semites are frowned upon in high quarters, and every Austrian Jew 
knows that the Emperor looks upon them with the utmost disfavour. It is not 
generally known that three times in succession the Emperor refused to sanction the 
election of Lueger as Lord Mayor of Vienna, and only confirmed his election at 
the fourth time of asking after Lueger had promised not to be aggressive against 
the Jews. Even under Lueger, the Clerk of the Vienna City Council was a Jew 
named Taussig, whose efficiency was so marked that even his anti-Semitic chief 
refused to consent to his being deposed. It is also not generally known abroad 
that the Jewish nationality is officially recognised in Austria, and at the last census 
750,000 Jews proclaimed themselves as of Jewish nationality. There are twenty- 
two Jewish members of Parliament, of whom three (formerly five) definitely repre- 
sent Jewish national interests. The Jewish Students’ Association, the ‘Makkabiaer,' 
numbering 6,000 members, have instilled a wholesome respect of the Jewish 
name into the hearts of their fellow-students at the big Austrian Universities. 
They are the best fencers among the students, and their athletic prowess is such 
that some of the other students declared that they would no longer enter into 
competition with the Jewish students, giving as an excuse that they would not duel 
with the ‘dirty Jews." The ‘ dirty Jews’ responded by retorting ¢hat if they were 
not fit to duel with they would thrash like dogs anyone who insulted them. They 
armed themselves with single-sticks and there were so many broken heads among 
those who had treated them with derision that the Vienna University had to be 
closed, This was not mere rowdyism, but a definite stand by the Jewish students 
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for the honour of the Jewish name, which they triumphantly vindicated. It is a 
ane sight to see these manly Jewish stadents in full corps uniform, with the Mogen 
Dovid displayed prominently upon their breasts, marching hundreds s'rong through 
the streets of the capital. I should like to say that, despite the mrtine of anti- 
Semitism in Austria, the Jews can go about their occupations without the slightest 
let or hindrance. The Galician Jew with his long Peyoth and silken cloak is a 
familiar sight in Vienna as he péddles his wares. He is treated with kindness and 
consideration, and no-one thinks of interfering with him. Jewish criminality isa 
neglible factor in the Austrian Empire, and serious crimes are practically unknown 
among the Jews. It is probably because they are so law-abiding and industrious, 
that the Emperor recognises mm them very valuable subjects.” 

“I can only hope and pray,” said Mr. Ultmann, in conclusion, “that the trials 
of our coreligionists may soon be ended, be the fortune of war what it may.” 


GERMANS ARREST ANOTHER RABBI, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 


The Germans have arrested Rabbi Ash, of Tchenstochow, on the charge of 
advocating loyalty to Russia and a passive boycott of the invaders. In many places 
the Germans had closed the synagogues, and only allowed them to re-open on 
condition that officers were permitted to attend the services. The invaders take a 
special pleasure in ridiculing the Jews. The Russians; they say, have not taught 
the Jews sufficient lessons, but German rule will accomplish the task. They 
inquired of the Jews whether Russia had promised a throné to Beilis as a reward 
for Jewish support during the war, and they ridiculed the lenient Austrians who 
negotiated with the Jews instead of ignoring them. In some places the Jews were 
compelled to build roads for the invaders, and in addition the communities were 
forced to pay heavy sums to the Germans for the benefit the roads would bring to 
the population after the war 

Near Mlava and Sochatcheff the bodies of peaceful Jewish citizens have been 
discovered who had died in the course of the battles. 

To all the horrors of war the Poles have added a new libel against the Jews, 
representing our brethren to both the Russians and the invaders as the section of 
the population which is busily spreading alarming rumours, and thereby sowing 
discontent. In the face of such shameful action on the part of the Poles, their 
leader, Deputy Grabsky, had the hardihood to state in the Retch “ that notwith 


standing the deep aati-Jewish feeling among the masses, the Poles were doing al! | 


they could for every section of the population in Poland, and were not offensive to 
the Jews.” 


THE REV. M. ADLER TO GO TO THE FRONT. 


At a meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue held on Monday, Mr 
Felix A. Davis, who was in the Chair, moved that leave be granted to the Ke, 
Michael Adler to take up the position of Temporary Chaplain to His Majesty s 
Forces abroad. The work, said Mr. Davis, which had been carried on by Mr. 
Adler and those of his colleagues who had helped him, with the assistance of the 
Visitation Committee and the Council, had been very heavy. Mr. Adler had told him 
there were 10,000 Jews serving in His Majesty's Forces—and doing so on sea and 
land in all parts of the Globe. In his endeavours to keep in touch with those 
serving in Engiand, Mr. Adler had received splendid assistance from the Rev. 5. 
Lipson, who had been appointed an additional Chaplain, and among others from 
the Revs. S. Friedeberg, M. Abrahams, and J. Phillips, Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon, and 
the Revs. E._P. Phi’laps, A. Gudansky, and A. Schloss, as well as members of 
London clergy, including the Revs. J. F. Stern, S. Levy, and A. A. Green. Mr. 
Adler had approached him as Chairman of the Visitation Committee in the 
first place on the question of whether he should be sent to the Front 
to minister to Jews in the field and the very large number who 
were in hospitals in France. The Board of the Central Synagogue had 
yranted Mr. Adier the necessary leave and arranged for the Rev. B. N. 
Michelson to minister at the synagogue during his absence and for Mr. M. Zefiert, 
of Jews’ College, to perform the daily services, Mr. Adler suggesting that the 
payment for these substitutes be taken from hisown salary. In these circumstances 
he would ask the Council to grant Mr. Adler leave to go to the Front. It was 
desirable that Jews, like almost every other denomination, should be represented 
there. Mr. Adler's work would be that of Temporary Chaplain to H.M. Forces, 
fourth class. He would: be required to serve for 12 calendar months or till his services 
were no longer required. They ought to consider Mr. Adler was doing a very fine 
action in undertaking the work. He wished to convey on behalf of the Council 
their appreciation of the good work he had done, was doing, and would do, and 
to express the hope that his services would be to the benefit of the Forces and that 
when bis duty was done he would return to them safely. 

The motion was seconded by Sir Adolph Tuck and supported by Mr. M. 
Dupare (both of whom added their testimony to Mr. Adler’s work), and carried. 

The Rev. Michael Adler will leave London next Monday for France. His 
address will be c/o the Rev. Dr. J. M. Simms, Principal Chaplain, at the Base. 
All letters upon military matters will be attended to by the Rev. S, Lipson, Assistant 
Chaplain, at 36, Hallam Street, Portland Place. 


SOME CASUALTIES. 


Pte. Barnett Levene, 2nd Royal Warwickshire Regt., has been killed in action. 
Pte. Levene is the eldest son of Mrs. F. Levene, of Browngrove Street, Birmingham. 
The deceased soldier was a reservist, and was called to the colours soon alter the 
war broke out.

Pte. A. Lambert (Bollé), 2nd Royal Berks., has just been invalided home 
from the Front with frost-bitten feet. He is at present at the Military Hospital, 
Manchester.

Lights were immediate|, 
turned out, and just as I exposed my head a shot just missed me, We have had 
plenty of narrow escapes, but I think it will not last long now because I have heard 
while I was writing this letter that all our Park aregoingonleave. . . . . My 
best regards to you and all the members of the club. 

Sailor Henry Foster, H.M.S. “Marlborough,” has also written to Mr. Mye: 
at the Stepney Club. He says: Allow me to thank you once again for your kind 
card. It quite touched me to see the old colour once again. 1 can never forget 
your kindness, or that of the Club's, as 1 have your card facing me every time I open 
my box.

TURKISH TREACHERY TO RUSSIAN JEWS IN PALESTINE, 

Mr, W..T. Massey, writing to the Daily Telegraph from Cairo, says :— 

The Turk has been playing false with the Russian Jews. He persuaded them to 
forsake their nationality and to become Ottoman subjects, promising them that they should 
be exempted from conscription and from requisitions for goods. A few fell into the trap, 
and when they became Ottoman subjects the military authorities compelled them to 
accept the alternative of military service or to pay £45. Small wonder is it that the Jews 


in Palestine are anxious to emigrate, and that some 30,000 are preparing to leave on the 
hiirst opportunity. 


The Petrograd correspondent of the same paper makes a similar statement, and 
adds: “‘This redemption must, however, be paid in gold, which has practically 
disappeared from the country.” 


MORE HELP FROM AMERICA, 


A grant of 100,000 dollars for the relief of the Jews of Russia, Poland and 
Galicia, who are sufferers from the war was voted by the Executive Committee of 
the American Jewish Relief Committee, at its meeting on December 27. This is 
in addition to the 75,000 dollars which has already been voted for the same purpose 
at an earlier meeting. 50,000 dollars has already been sent to the Jewish Colonisa 
tion Association at Petrograd for distribution through local committees or represen. 
tative persons throughout the war zone

A meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on Monday at 
Jews’ College, Guilford Street. There were present :—

SILVER WEDDING OF THE HAHAM. 


The CHAIRMAN said that on the previons Friday a happy event had. occurred 
in the life of the ecclesiastical chief of the Portuguese Congregation—his silver 
wedding. All would agree with him that the Council should send to Dr. and Mrs. 
Gaster its sincere and earnest congratulations on the event, and its sincere good 
wishes for their future happiness. 

Mr. A. H. JESSEL seconded the motion, which was carried. 

OFFICIAL RESIDENCE OF THE CHIEF. RABBI. 

Mr. A. H. JEsSsSEL, K.C., moved the adoption of a series of recommendations 
which had been submitted by the Executive Committee in accordance with a report 
ef the Committee on the scheme to erect a building adjacent to the Great Syna- 
gogue which shall be utilised (1) as an office for the Chief Rabbi with residential 
accommodation for him; (2) as flats for the readers and beadle of the Great 
Synagogue ; and (3) for providing offices for the synagogue, a hall suitable for a 
Council Chamber, and other accommodation. The Council might know, said Mr. 
Jessel, that there were buildings attached to the Great Synagogue on the top floor 
of which wasa hall. This hall was now ina dilapidated condition and unsafe for 
use. The terms of the Chief Rabbi's appointment provided for an official 
residence in the East End, and the question suggested itself to the honorary 
officers of the United Synagogue that this site adjoining the Great Syna- 
gogue might be suitable for the purpose. When it had been suggested 
that a temporary residence should be found for Dr. Hertz in Mulberry Street 
the idea was greeted with alarm in many quarters, but no such objection was met 
with in regard to the present site. On the contrary, all interested locally 
in Jewish matters seemed to welcome the idea that the Chief Rabbi should have 
his residence adjacent to what was sometimes termed the “cathedral” synagogue. 
Another question that had often presented itself was the accommodation of 
the clerical officials of the Great Synagogue, and this would be arranged for in the 
new building. The scheme also provided for the erection of a hall which might 
be suitable for meetings of various kinds, including possibly meetings of the 
Council, which in certain circumstances that might overtake Jews’ College would 
be no longer able to meet in the building in which they were then assembled. The 
plans for the new building had, generally speaking, been approved by the honorary 
officers of the United Synagogue and of the Great Synagogue and by the Chief 
Rabbi. The cost, he could: not conceal from them, was large, Mr. Lewis 
Solomon's approximate estimate was £6,500 to £7,500, .and after estimating fees 
and other figures he had suggested that the capital outlay should not be less than 
£8,000. It was proposed that the capital outlay should be replaced by a sinking 
fund spread over forty-one years providing for the loss of interest in the: interval. 
This would necessitate the provision of £400 a year, charging interest at 4 per cent. 
per annum on the amount for the time being outstanding, the balance being 
allocated towards recoupment. The /400 it was proposed to provide as follows : 
£125 from the Great Synagogue and 4275 from the United Synagogue (General 
Account, £175; and Chief Rabbi's Fund Account, £100). The United Synagogue’'s 
contribution would be allocated from portion of the rental of the Great St. Helens 
estate. The Great Synagogue’'s grant would be provided partly by amounts that 
were paid to the officials in lieuof rent. Provision had been made for circumstances 
which the honorary officers of the Great Synagogue feared might arise, by which 
the extra expenditure of the synagogue might result in a deficit or a seriously 
diminished surplus. Asa rider to the resolution, concluded, Mr. Jessel he would 
ask them to allow the honorary officers a little discretion in the matter of the time 
for beginning the work. They had considered that it would be unwise at the 
present moment with the war on and prices so inflated to start extensive 
alterations of this character. 

Mr. A. M. WARTSK! asked for particulars of the proposed council chamber. 
He and his colleagues had agreed to the allocation of portion of the rental of the 
Great St. Helens estate, recognising as they did that the erection of the proposed 
building would be performing a public service. 

Mr. Emit KAHN thought the Building Committee should have been con- 
sulted before the preparation of the scheme. If it were not intended to carry out 
the resolutions at an early date why should the Council pass them that evening? He 
proposed that the recommendations be referred back for consideration and sub- 
mitted one month after peace is declared. 

Mr. J. TRENNER suggested tiat after the plans had been considered by the 
ree Commnttee they should be submitted to the Council for approval or 
otherwise. 


The two amendments were not seconded, and the recommendations were 
agreed to. 


BENJAMIN LEVI TRUST. 


The CHAIRMAN submitted the recommendation of the Executive Committee, 
that the income of the Deajamin Levi [rust for the year 1915 available for distri- 
bution (£700) be allocated as follows: Visitation Committee (for special expendi- 
ture connected with Jewish sailors and soldiers and prisoners of war and other 
matters), £200; Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society, £50; Jews’ College, £100: 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, £200; Beth Hamedrash and Jewish Insti- 
tute, £100; Free Services for the Poor, £50. In considering the question of how 
to dispose of the money (which was intended to be used for such religious, educa- 
tional or charitable purposes as they thought fit), in this particular year the Executive 
Committee (said Mr. Davis) had decidedon adistribution which they had no desire 
should be taken as a precedent when they arrived at happier times. He, therefore, 
hoped they would be spared any discussion on the allocation which might become 
acrimonious. The work of the Visitation Committee (to which no grant had been 
made last year from this fund) would be greatly increased this year. The decrease 
of £ 100 in the grant from the fund to Jews’ College was explained in what he had 
said as to this being a special year and he hoped they would treat it in that Spirit. 

SIR ADOLPH TucK said he agreed with the Chairman that in the circum- 
stances of the war period acrimonious digcussion of the allocation of the fund 
should be avoidet, At the same time he thought the manner in which the fund was 
being dealt with was entirely foreign to the wishes of the testator, who had not 
meant that the money should be utilised by the United Synagogue merely for the 
purpose of its regular work. If they had extraordinary expenses necessitated by 
the war the first thing, as intelligent financiers, was for them to endeavour to find a 

fund from which the money might be taken without interfering with the ordinary 
work of the United Synagogue. It seemed to him they had such a fund—the Great 
St. Helen’s Fund. If they could take £275 from that fund for forty-one years for 
the purposes of an assembly hall which could very well wait, they could do some- |

man said he could not accept such a motion.] Sir Adolph then moved that this

Mr. SAMUEL Moses, M.A., in seconding the amendment, said that after |a«:

He had been shocked to find the alteration made in this year’s allocation 
of the bequest. His own view would have been to have left that grant as it » 5 
and to have made up the other £100 required for the Visitation Committee from 
the funds of the institution. 

Mr. A. H. Jesset said that the bequest had not been left to Jews Colleye 
It had been left to the United Synagogue and not left to the United Synagopuc 
to give to other institutions. They had in their own body abundant opportun:ies 
of spending the money for religious, charitable, and educational purposes.

JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held at 36, Hallam 
Street, on Monday. There were present : 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN, in the Chair, the Revs. Isidore Harris, S. Levy, B. N. Michelson, 
and J]. F. Stern, Mrs. A. E. Franklin, the Misses Nettie Adier, L.C.C., H. Hyam, Esther 
Myers. and M. Nathan, and Messrs. D. H. Aaron, Isaac Goldston, Paul Goodman, M 
Kaiser ]. Meller, T. Meyer, and Charles Mocatta. 

The CHAIRMAN said the Rev. M. Adler would not be seen at the meetings 
of the Board for some time to come as he. had obtained permission to ge to the 
front as Army Chaplain. 

A vote of condolence was passed to Mrs.. Selim Solomon on the 
death of her husband who had represented the West London Synagogue at 
the Board. The meeting also passed a voie of condolence with the Rev. W. Levin 
on the death of his mother, and. expressed a hope for a speedy recovery from his 
illness. 

It was resolved to renew the grant of £10 to the Notting Hill Religion Classes: 
and the grant of #30 to the Poplar Synagogue Classes. Wath regard to the grant 
to the Brixton Synagogue Classes it was resolved, alter considerable discussion, 
that the matter be referred back to the Executive Committee. 

The Board had been recommended to place at the disposal of the Rev. M. Adler 
any profit realised from the sale of “ Prayers for Jewish Soldiers and Sailors” for the 
publication of a Hagadah for the use of the Jewish soldiers and sailors. But, said 
the CHAIRMAN, it was very satisfactory to know that funds for this purpose had 
been forthcoming from private sources. 

Teachers were appointed to the classes at Old Castle Street, Rochelle Street, 
Commercial Street, and Old Mottavue Street Council Schools. , 

A letter was received from the correspondent of the Gravel Lane Classes stating 
that Mr. Benjamin's resignation of the post of Superintendent had been accepted. 
A further letter stated that Mr. Benjamin had consented to remain in charge unt)! 
the appointment of his suce*ssor,- The number of children attending the Classe 
had dwindled from 400 to 170. The question thus arose whether these classes 
should be continued when it was known that that number of children could be 
accommodated at Old Castle Street School. 

Miss Netriec ADLER said the Old Castle Street School would soon be closed, 
as the Vallance Koad School was to be opened. 

The CHAIRMAN said there were several alternatives. One was that the 
children of Gravel Lane should be transferred to Old Castle Street. but Miss 
Adler had said that the premises were soon to be closed. Another alternative was 
that they could remove the children from Old Castle Street and transfer them to 
Gravel Lane, or they could transfer the teachiny staff and the children from Old 
Castle Street to Gravel Lane. They were drifting into the course of filling up the 
Gravel Lane School and giving up Old Castle Street. 

It waS resolved to refer the matter to the Supervision Committee, and that in 
connection therewith Miss Esther Myers shou'd be associated with the Committee. 

The Rev. B. N. MicueLson said that having regard to the temporary duties 
he was about to take up at the Central Synagogue, he would welcome the associa- 
tion of someone with himself in the superintendence of the Sabbath Classes. He 
would suggest that some members of the Board, together with himself, should 
approach one or two gentlemen they had in mind so that inthe event of bis not being 
able tO carry On the superintendentship they could taxe his place He was not 
particularly anxious to sever his connection with the Sabbau \. Irsses He might 
possibly be delayed in getting there, but for the yr-ate. art of he hoped 
to be present. 

The CHAIRMAN said they were delighted to hear that Mr. Michc!sea wo id be - 
able to supervise the Classes in addition to his duties at the Central Synagogue. 

The Rev. B. N. MICHELSON said that the average attendance at the Classes 
exceeded one hundred more than was the case twelve months ago. 

The matter was referred to the Advisory>Conimi:tee.

THI DISTRESS 
IN POLAND. 


Last Sunday, at the Jewish Working Men's Club, Mr 
address on “ The War and After.” The Rev. Jacos PHiLuips, the Chairman of the 
Literary and Debating. Committee, who presided, said that the 
subject was not only interesting to the Jewish community, but to the 
public generally. In reference to Mr. Kletz’s recent correspondcn>e 
in the JEWISH CHRONICLE he hoped some good might ensue from 
it, that the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association might re-consider 
their attitude, and that some influential man from Manchester might still be elected 
on the Conjoint Committee. 

Mr. KLeE1z said the period they were passing through at the present time 
was the greatest epoch in the history of mankind. Nothing that had occurred in the 
past could at all be compared to this most eventful time. Certain people had 
expressed their opinion of the advisability of silence at the present stage, but he 
thought if silence was inactivity it would be a crime to be silent. At a time whea 
even the general Press was writing articleson the Jewish question for the Jews 
to remain silent was a view with which he could not in any way agree. 

he question might be asked : what are the chances of improving the position of the 
Jews’? “Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion” said that Jews must find their 
salvation in Russia in the same way as they had worked out their salvation ia 
other countries. But what were the chances of improvement in Russia? Whea 
one considered that wounded Russian Jewish soldiers, after having suffered in 
fighting for their country, were sent back again to the Pale, one was tempted to 
ask whether it was right that Jews in England should sit comfortably in their 
homes and continue to enjoy their lives without making some strenuous efforts on 
behalf of their long-suffering coreligionists. Was it not acrime to sit still? The 
position of the Jews in Poland was eyen worse. 
Britain and. France were willing to safeguard the interests of those Jews, and he 
had unbounded confidence in their intentions ; but if they wanted a thing, it was 
necessary to ask for it, as otherwise amidst the difficulties confronting those

| engaged in peace negotiations the interests of the Jews were likely to be over- 


looked. Assuming, however, that the Jews in 
liberties, would that solve the Jewish question? Would that mean the final 
answer to the question Wo/iim? Hethought no. Amid the many solutions and 
difficulties of the question it appeared to him the peopling and settlement of the 
Jews in Palestine would be a perfect godsend to the nations interested in the 
matter. But there should be every activity on the part of the Jewish people to 
endeavour to bring about so desirable a state of affairs. (Applause.) 

A discussion took place, in which Messrs. A. Sunderland, H. Levin, H. A. 
Nathan, N. H. Harris, J. Adler, and J. Yoffey participated. Mr. Levy Davis 
moved, and Mr. Sidney Salomon seconded, a vote of thanks to the lectucer. 

Last Saturday, at Zion Hall, Cheetham, Rabbi Dr. SALIs DAICHEs (of Sunder- 
land) addressed a large audience on “The Present Position of Jewry.” Mr. M. 
Sortman presided. The lecturersaid that there never had been a time in the history 
of the Jewish people when.the anomalous position they occupied should more than 
ever engage their thoughts. But at the same time there never had 
been such a strong desire as to-day 4o uphold the principle of the rights of 
existence of small nations and the maintenance of their just rights and privileges. 
Jews had been told that it would pay them better ¢9 be regarded as belonging to 
the people or nation among whom they resided. The United States had been 
suggested by some people as a future home for the Jews, but Americans might 
rightly ask why theic country above others should be made ahaven ofrefuge. It 
was in Palestine that Jews should endeavour to make themselves useful ; it was a 
country in want of a people, in want of workers, and in want of cultivation. 
There was never a better time than the present for Jews to use their utmost 
effort to realise their hopes and aspirations as a nation. Although there were 
influential men among them who were supposed to watch over their interests, yet those 
men had replied that it wasimpossible for them to do what had been asked. There- 
fore Jews themselves should convene meetings and not let that golden opportunity 
pass. The spiritual ideals and aspirations of the Jews cf to-day ought to be under- 
stood and appreciattd by their leaders; otherwise it was only right that those men 
should make way for others more capable of sympathising with their aims and 
objects.

It would bea 

happy day for the world when it could be said that Britain's Eastern Ally would 

in peace be all she could be to Jews, as Jews had been all they could be to her 

Eastern Ally both in her,wars and in peace. The ready recognition accorded to 

Jewish bravery in war, it was hoped, would be an augury of the recognition of their 

good citizenship in times of peace. The Jewish entity was historic, and it was 
obvious that with an ancestral land like Palestine, which was not likely to contain 
their thirteen millions of people, that even when their nationhood was realised 
again in Palestine, a certain number of their people would be Jewish citizens of 
Palestine, and a certain number Jewish citizens of other lands. Those of their 
people who felt that Jewry had not yet completed its world’s work hoped for the 
time when the resettlement could be made on surer foundations, and that the land 
which lacked people might be peopled by those who as a collective entity lacked a 
land. Then Jewry might hope once again to strengthen its power as a people, tg

A meeting of the Representative Council was held last week with Mr. J. Hallside, 
President, in the Chair. A minute of the Executive was submitted intimating that 
the School Board had passed a resolution, “ That this Board 
make provision for Jewish religious teachers having access to 
all schools between 9 and 10 a.m. for the purpose of giving 
religious instruction,” and bad asked the Council to consider 
this proposal. The Executive recommended the rejection of 
the proposal on the ground of lack of teaching material and expense, and as being 
prejudicial to the success of the proposal for a Jewish school. ‘After considerable 
discussion the minute was remritted back to the Executive for further consideration 

The subject of the competition among the various Burial Boards regarding 
the burial of non-members was discussed, and it was agreed to convene a confer 
ence of all parties concerned with a view to matters being adequately adjusted. 

The Hon. SECRETARY (Mr. Easterman, M.A., LL.B.) submitted the report of 
the recent celegation to London to the Scottish Office regarding the interned 
prisoners of war at Wakefield. The report stated that after lengthy but fruitless 
correspondence with the Secretary for Scotland, and following on the suggestion 
of the Lord Advocate for Scotland to the Edinburgh deputation, the President and 
the Hon. Secretary had proceeded to London, to ascertain, if possible, the position 
of the Scottish Office regarding the interned. After considerable negotiations, 
and although the Secretary for Scotland had refused, by correspondence, to 
receive a deputation, the delegation were successful in obtaining an interview 
with Sir James M. Dodds, the Chief Under-Secretary for Scotland, who had 
charge of the matter. The case for the interned Jewish prisoners was fully 
and carefully put before the Under-Secretary, and all considerations likely 
to weigh with the Department were submitted, particular reference being 
made to the large number of interned liberated in England. A_ most 
generous and sympathetic hearing was given by Sir James Dodds to the 
points urged by the delegation, and from his statement it appeared that the Scottish 
Office had till then laid aside consideration of the whole matter until questions of 
general policy had been considered, that certain considerations applied to Scotland 
generally and to Glasgow in particular, which did not apply to England, and that 
for public reasons the cases pleaded for could not be dealt with as a class. He, 
however, intimated that he. had made careful note of the matters laid before him 
by the delegation and that the Scottish Office would give immediate consideration 
to a list of cases to be submitted to by the Representative Council, 

The report further stated that the delegation were of opinion that with the 
exercise of reason and patience on the part of those interested, a satisfactory 
termination to the present unfortunate situation could be speedily looked for, The 
report was unanimously approved by the Council. 

The HON. SECRETARY, in reply to questions, stated that the Chief Constable 
of Glasgow had no jurisdiction whatever until instructions had been received by 
him from the Scottish Office. 

A letter was read from the Manchester Jewish Committee, enclosing a resolu- 
tion passed by a representative gathering in Manchester, regarding the formation 
of an English Jewish Committee and inviting the co-operation of Glasgow. In 
view of the grave importance of the matter, it was resolved to calla special meet- 
ing of the Council in order that the whole situation might be fully discussed, 
before definite action was decided upon. 

The terrible plight of the Polish Jews as a result of the campaign in Poland, 
Galicia and Lithuania, and the need for a substantial contribution by Glasgow for 
their assistance was considered, and it was unanimously resolved that thé Council 
should immediately undertake the raising of a Relief Fund, A Sub-Committed, 
with Mr. Maurice Bloch as Hon. Treasurer, was then appointed, and power was 
given to this Committee to organise the collection. 

A number of representatives raised the question of the high prices being 
exacted by local Jewish bakers, pressing the Council to take action. It was 
agreed, after discussion, that the Council should convene a meeting of the parties 
interested to cansider the situation with them. ;

Councillor Newman Richardson has been elected Alderman 
SUNDERLAND. of the Borough by an overwhelming majority. Alderman 

Richardson has represented the East End on the Town 
Council since 1894. He came to England from Russian Poland in 1872, and has 
resided in Sunderland ever since. He has held office as Warden of the Hebrew 
Congregation and as President of the Hebrew Board of Guardians for many 
years, and is now acting as Vice-President and Treasurer of the Congregation. 
Alderman Richardson is a highly popular figure in the town and is highly 
respected by all sections and classes of the community. 

The sudden death of Mr. Elias Wolfe, which took place on Friday evening, 
has caused widespread regret among the members of the Jewish community in 
Sunderland, and also among the many friends outside our community who held the 
deceased in very high esteem. Mr. Wolfe settled in Sunderland about fifty-four 
years ago. He acted for many years as Warden of the Synagogue, and as President 
of the Hebrew Board of Guardians. One of his sons, Mr. Lionel Wolfe, now 
holds the office of Honorary Solicitor of the Congregation and of the Board of 
Guardians The funeral on Sunday was very largely attended, and afforded 
evidence of the great esteem in which Mr. Wolfe was held. In the absence from 
town of Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, the Rev. M. H. Segal, M.A., of Newcastle, 
delivered an address at the grave side, and the Rev. L. Muscat read the prayers. 
The local papers have referred in appreciative terms to his life-long activity.

What is fashion, to which so many bow in unquestioned allegiance— 
even those who have thrown off obeisance to the sovereignty of kings—but 
a matter of dress? Although its tyranny is often unreasonable and the 
changes of its modes capricious and fantastic, none the less in between 
all its vagaries there is a distinct mark of progress; and a story of the 
development of civilization might be written in terms of clothes. When 
we see the knee-breeches and three-cornered hat, we know that we are in 
the eighteenth century. The crinoline and poked bonnet reveal the early 
part of the nineteenth, while the lace collars and ruffles take us back to the 
sixteenth century days of Queen Elizabeth and the toga to ancient Rome. 
The matter of dress very decidedly enters in the domain. of morals, too. 
The fringes Israel were bidden to append to their garments were in the 
interest of modesty and chastity. The further we go back toward savagery, 
the less modestly is the body covered, note “ the naked savage.’’ None the 
less, even in modern days, certain modes of dress are condemned as out- 
raging the proprieties. 


Fashion, too, has its ceremonial, and none would think of defying the | 


laws of etiquette by appearing in evening dress in the morning. Heaven 
forbid that one should arrive without the correct exposure at an evening 
reception. 

In speaking of the ceremonials of dress, we already saw how certain 
garments and modes of attire had their use in the ceremonies of religion. 
What is a ceremony but an external indication of an idea. 
illustrates an abstract truth, and in co&crete form brings it more clearly 
and vividly to the stmple mind. There are times, too, when the ceremonial, 
appropriate and beautiful. may touch our emotions, while the bare state- 
ment of the principle, however loftily, may leave us cold. 

Many are all too ready to condemn ceremony as such ; but just as. the 
abuses of fashion in the modes of dress do not touch the vital need of 
dress in general, so the fact that some religious ceremonials may be inappro- 
priate or obscure should not for a moment invalidate the vital need of 
ceremonial as Such. We must have clothing to protect us from the 
elements, and that we may appear decorous and becoming before our

| Rags barely hide our nakedness, and the rude cold winds steal in. 
Ultimately clothes are outgrown. ‘They no longer fit and hamper the body 


instead of conducing to its comfort. Sometimes its style is outlandish and 
hideous. That should be altered, too, to the more seemly and pleasing. 

It has been noted that dress began simply for purposes of decoration 
for the savage. But the function of decoration in dress has not been out. 
grown even in civilised life. Only a bigoted moralist like Savanarola will 
ask us to burn all our ornamentation. The esthetic sense is also a gift of 
God not to be despised, but rather to be moderately gratified. “Let thy 
garments be always white,” is an old Rabbinic dictum. 


Costly thy habit as thy purse can buy, 
But not express'd in fancy; rich, not gaudy ; 
For the apparel oft proclaims the man, 

says Shakespeare, 

We will not go to the extreme of that lady mentioned by Emerson, who 
declared that there was a Satisfaction in being well dressed that even the 
consolation of religion failed to bestow. Yet, proper pride and self-respect 
bid us all appear becomingly before others. Carelessness in dre 


bid may 
indicate negligence of manner and indifference in graver things. 

50 it is vitally important that the ceremonies of religion should be 
beautiful if they are to fulfil the function intended, and there is a beauty 


in appropriateness alone. Let us acknowledge in all humility that we, sons 
of Israel, have been rather careless of the «xsthetic. Perhaps our Gentile 


, neighbours, receiving the artistic legacy of the Greek, have been happier 


in their choice of externals of church. ceremonial. Many an 
Jewish teaching has been marred by a crude fulfilment. 
Judaism bids simplicity in all funeral associations. This has 
interpreted in terms rough and crude, that repelled and have 
t horrors of death. 

The purpose of clothing is to protect us; but not completely to hide like 
a Moslem veil. A religious ceremonial is a presérvative of a principle, but 
it must not conceal it. We have too many instances where elaborate 
ceremonial has rather smothered the principles they were intended to con 
vey. The symbol must really be a symbol, the revelation of a truth, and 
not like a cubist picture that needs elaborate interpretation to unravel its

So often men have entered into confict 
abouf the ceremonials of religion, many times overlooking its spirit. How 
many pay tribute to the fine clothes rather than the soul contained in them. 
Hie who rises in a gathering in shabby cloak is given but scant considera- 
tion. Some one has said, I think, * the holes in his cloak are so manv holes 
in his argument.”’

But we rarely have the courage of that conviction. At such times the cry 
is appropriate for a return to simplicity. Joseph and his fine coat, with 
the princely sleeves, was tale-bearing and presumptuous; when clad in the 
humble garment of an Egyptian slave, his development began. Elijah 
appeared before the people in a rough skin, tied with a leathern girdle, yet 
kings trembled before him, showing how the greatness of manhood can at 
times defy externals. 

But we must beware that we gé not to the other extreme, and condemn 
ceremonial per se as so many do. Such was never the intention of the 
Prophets. If we so read their impassioned hyperbole, we misinterpret it. 
We may be indifferent to fashion, but we cannot do without clothes. 
The defiance of the sans-culottes, those who made their daring attempt 


- by outrageously neglecting decent apparel, is a warning to all such icono

clastic radicals. But suppose the ceremony fails to fit the principle it is 
intended to clothe, or to reveal the truth it stands to illustrate ? Suppose 
it fails to appeal to the emotions it is expected to stir? In brief, what shall 
we say when the ceremony fails to touch life? There is the severe indict- 
ment that we must ofter face. 

The answer is, first, the worshipper must also contribute something to 
make real the religious formula. They are dead bones until he breathes 
the spirit of life into them. What are clothes without men to fill them and 
to give them appropriate contour? What, but bundles of rags? Yes, we 
must be educated even in the use and appreciation of ceremonial, as all 
higher appreciations need education; this is what we call culture. The 
untutored Philistine despises ceremonial and often has false canons of art 
and beauty. All right tastes need careful painstaking cultivation. 

But something else is needed too if the ceremonies of religion should 
really fulf! their vital function of preserving and revealing truth, of touching 
our emotions and quickening our conscience. We have seen the clothes 
change from era to era. There is progress here, too. A- we advance, so 
the garment of man and woman will be less cumbersome, more comforting, 
more truly hygienic, less hampering and better serving the free needs of 
the person they envelope; more simple, more modest, yet at the same time, 
Do not despise clothes and ca!l them 
mere clothes. Despise nothing in life; rather try to understand. So there 
is an evolution in ceremonies, too. They, too, must be fluid and not 
crystallized into hard, set forms, unchangeable for all time. The outworn 
must be recast. The rite formula may need rehabilitation. The truth 
may require another mode.of external expression, 

Yes, there must be a steady advance in the symbolism of our creeds, 
ever to be more expressive of the eternal verities. Only then wil! symbols 
fulf@l their function, only then will they touch life, for only then will 
they live. The great phrase occurs in Goethe's Faust: “* Webt des Gottes 
lebendige Klein.”” Here in this exquisite metaphor, even God is given a 


garment, but it is a living garment, ever-growing, and we are all weavers 
upon it.

It transpired that some enterpris ng 
printer is in the habit of studying the front page of this journal, and from the | ict 
of forthcoming weddings selects those that seem likely to warrant the speculation, 
Rumour hath it that for a moderate fee he will reproduce the portraits of the con. 
tracting parties. My own experience of these “ portraits” suggests that their 
omission is both wise and merciful. 


You would be surprised at the miscellaneous folk—quite apart from the 
mothers in Israel—to whom this very front page is a source of information and 


profit. There is, of course, the ubiquitous “ free sample” man, the “ follow-up" 


man, and the schnorrer from the other end of the town who would share our 
gladness or our sorrows—just for a consideration. But one really interesting 
personality is the old gentleman whose Jahrzeit calendars, available for sixty 
years, is based upon the record of the toll exacted by Father Time, and faithful y 
noted in these columns. It wants a deal of thinking out, this calendar, with 
serried rows of English and Hebrew dates, and the pious sentiments with which it s 
adorned. Invariably the record is prepared in a curious golden ink, surely a happy 
thought, as typical of the golden hours we must have spent with dear ones who are 
no more. Still Il know at least one case in which this gentleman was caught 
severely tripping. It was when he sent one _ of his calendars to a good lady on the 
death of her father, the lady having joined our community a little prior to her 
marriage. A Jahrzeit Calendar—with all its ornate references—round about the 
name of a non-Jew seemed, to say the least, incongruous. It might hence have 
been laughable: but forthethen recent ‘sad occurrence which was the “ governing 
Cause. 


Somebody has presented me with a well-worn copy of that interesting volume 
“ The Jew in London,” which the Rev. H. S. Lewis and Mr. C. Russell prepared 
some years ago. With the contents of that_volume numbers of my readers are no 
doubt familiar. But its interest for me lies in the circumstance that the copy in 
question came originally from the parish room of an East End church, and that its 
pages are besprinkled with a profusion of comments that remind me of the 
“voice ” in the London crowd. There is hardly a page that is not deeply under 
scored, whilst notes of exclamation are as oft encountered as telegraph poles along 
a railroad track. One of the most amusing portions that. has caught the eye of th: 
reader (most evidently a non-Jew) is that which discusses the wew of an Eng! 
Jew “that orthodoxy and dirt always went together; and that the former wa 
invariably found to vanish under the influence of soap and water.” These sentenc: 
are so joyously underlined that one’s curiosity is aroused at the why and the 
wherefore. Further on, a passage dealing with professional converts, and the viev 
of Sheridan thereon, is ornamented with five notes of exclamation and the pungent 
remark, “Sheridan did not know what he was talking about ” ! 


But there is one passage at which it is easy to imagine the busy penciller 
placing the entire energy of his (or her) strong right arm in making the stars and the 
dashes that adorn it. It is that story related by Rabbi Harris Cohen of a reply he 
received from a Jewish child in an infant school. “ Who can tell me why God 
rested on the seventh day?” he asked. For a while perfect silence reigned. Then 
came the answer from a persevering tot, ‘“*’'Cos it was Sunday.” “There!” say: 
the amateur reviewer, judging from the expressiveness of the stars and the dashes, 
“Now, isn't it shocking?” Hence the stars and the other pictures in pencil that 
emphasise—and disfigure—this gift book of mine. But then, as I say, it came 
from an East End parish-room. - 


Some recent disclosures in the courts by Mr. David Romain should serve to 
awaken those friendly society administrators whose faith in their medical officers 
s as unshakeable as their faith in the efficacy of his pills and his potions. It 
appears that in the case in question, the conviction was secured of a (non-Jewish) 
society member who had been certified by the doctor as unfit for work, and who, 
notwithstanding, continued in her employment. The Alderman enquired how it 
was that the doctor gave the certificate? Mr. Romain replied: “ Our society is 
not singular in its complaints of the way in which some panel doctors deal with 
these matters. They give certificates in a reckless way.” The sick pay of 
certain of our Jewish societies has shown a tendency within recent months to 
take an upward jump, a tendency that suggests the need for a greater amount of 
supervision. Our medical officers, on their part, might be a little more careful in 
the dispensing of certificates. In the pre-panel days they certainly did not fall 
with such profusion. But then, the medicos weren't so busy.

stance which interrupted a tea provided by the members of the Ladies’ Society,
